Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


There was information of movement of Maoists in the jungle surrounding 
pedda Ahobilam in Kurnool district which was received on 3 rd August 2006. 5 
Greyhounds units were pushed into service to comb the area, while 5 Dist. spl. 
Parties moved into the area as cut off parties.. The Greyhounds unit to which 
Late Shri. M.V. Nageswararao belonged was dropped at “Jyothi Narsimaha 
Swamy Temple” under Kalasapadu P.S. limits at 2330 hrs on 3 rd August 2006. 
The unit trecked the night of 3 rd August and on the 4 th August to reach the core 


area and combed part of it. They camped for the night at spot height 805. The 
unit proceeded in the early morning hours of 5 th August 2006 to check the 
surrounding areas thoroughly. While climbing down the hillock they came 
face to face with Maoists in a Nala who opened fire on them. Immediately the 
unit divided itself into 3 parties and retaliated. Late Shri. M.V. Nageswararao 
was in the C l Party. Shri M.V. Nageswararao and other senior JCs were trying 
to cover the right side of the contour so that the Maoists could not escape in that 
direction. The Maoists noticing police movement on the left side tried to escape 
from the right side. The 1 st party of 11 members chased them undaunted by the 
fire from automatic rifles that the enemy opened on the police party on noticing 
them at close quarters. Shri M.V. Nageshwara Rao being nimble footed closed 
the distance between the Maoists and the police party and moved ahead of 
everyone firing from his SLR. He kept the enemy at bay firing with his SLR 
giving scope for the rest ot the police party to catch up. He brought down one 
Maoists and injured two others. The deceased Maoists was later identified as 
Dist Committee Secretary Anantapur, Kranti @ Dam Sathi who was responsible 
for recruitment on a large scale and gory violence killing police man and 
innocent people branding them as police informers in Anantapur District. 
Having emptied his magazine he was reloading his weapon again when one of 
the two injured Maoists getting respite from his firing shot him down with a 
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fusillade of bullets from AK-47 at close quarters since the JC was not having 
any cover to protect him. This injured Maoist was found the next day badly 
injured in a bush nearby the next day and was shot down when he tried to resist 
the police party firing from the AK 47 with him. He was identified as Angi Gun 
man of Obulesh, State Committee Member. The other injured Maoist who 
escaped was Obulesh who died later in another exchange of fire in Nov, 2006 
One AK-47, two .303 Rifles, One 8mm Rifle, One tapancha, ammunition, 
grenades, mines and other items like scanners were recovered in this operation. 
Shri M.V. Nageshwar Rao launched a dare devil assault on the Maoists who 
were armed with automatic and company made rifles and brought down a DCS, 
injured a State Committee Member and his gunman. Though the Maoists camp 
was nearby none could rush to the rescue of their colleagues in view of the bold 
assault launched by Late Shri. M.V. Nageswararao without giving time for 
them to recoup. However, he made the ultimate sacrifice while bringing down 
the Maoists and their morale while saving his own team mates. This is one of 
the rare displays of conspicuous bravery at grave risk to life in a very hostile 
and inhospitable jungle terrain in Nallamala which the Maoists have started 
considering as a safe heaven for them. 

In this encounter Shri (Late) Manukonda Venkata Nageshwara Rao, 
Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under Rule 4 (i) of the Rules governing 
the award of President’s Police Medal and consequently carries with it the 
special allowance admissible under Rule 5, with effect from 5 th August, 2006.

On reliable information that important cadres of Maoists were camping in

were pressed into operation. They reached the dropping point at 0230 hrs on 
10-11-06 and proceeded northwest towards the hillocks. The l sl Greyhounds 
unit was headed by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector and Shri Ch. 
Ramudu, HC who were one of the team members. The two Greyhounds units 
moved in the night and checked some known shelter points without any result. 
They combed and searched throughout the night and by OSOOhrs on 10-11-2006 
reached one more shelter point where the 2 units split into 3 parties and 
searched the area. Later they regrouped on the highest contour in the area and 
expecting the Maoists party to be nearby left their kitbags with a small 
observation party of 5 members of the 2nd Greyhounds unit. The suspected 
area was to the south of the hill feature which was sloping steeply southwards. 
The area had two nalas on either side. On either side of the nalas there were 
steep rising slopes. The 1st Greyhounds unit split into 2 teams. The team lead 
by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector who is assisted by Shri Ch. 
Ramudu, HC and 4 other was to go to the farthest and check the area to the 
southwest in the nala and to the south of the suspected area. The other team 
from the 1st Greyhounds unit led by AAC(RSI) Govind Rao was to check the 
north contour and proceed further. The 2nd Greyhounds unit left the 
observation team of 5 members on the top contour and the balance team lead by 
AAC (RSI) Raju proceeded down the nala on the east. After combing the area 
carefully for an hour a member from the team of AAC Govind Rao checking the 
highest contour on the North noticed a few Maoists packing up and leaving the 
urea where they were halting. He immediately informed the same to his team 
leader who informed Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector who was 
covering the southwest and southern areas. All the 3 teams started converging 
on the Maoists halting place. Meanwhile the Maoists w r ho packed up started 
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going uphill. They noticed the observation party on the top contour and started 
going south in a bid to avoid being noticed by the police. However, the team 
lead by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector moved with stealth 
observing all tactical precaution and reached a position to cut off the retreat of 
the Maoists. The other two teams also moved down parallelly covering the 
flanks. When the Maoists who were 9 in number neared them the team of 6 led 
by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector called out to the Maoists to 
surrender. The Maoists replied with a volley of fire from automatic rifles and 
other rifles. Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector and Shri Ch. Ramudu, 
HC moved ahead under cover of fire from their team and charged at the enemy. 
Unnerved by this daring assault which brought down 2 Maoists other took to 
heels to the east where they encountered fire from the team led by AAC Raju. 
Noticing large police presence on that side, the Maoists thought it safe to retreat 
through the south where the smaller police party led by Shri Tanga 
Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector initially challenged them. Again Shri Tanga 
Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector and Shri Ch. Ramudu, HC ably assisted by 
their team member prevented their escape. A fierce gun battle took place at 
very close quarters with the rival parties separated by not more than 20 feet of 
distance. This inspired and daring retaliation brought down six extremists. The 
remaining two extremists took position and continued firing with AK-47 and 
SLR at the police party in their bid to find an escape route and escape while 
causing maximum damage to the unyielding police party led by Shri Tanga 
Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector. The police party of 6 members maintained 
their presence of mind and the pressure on the remaining Maoists. Ultimately 
the remaining 2 Maoists had to be brought down since they were continuing to 
fire on the police party without surrendering. In this exchange of fire all the nine 
members of the Maoists party including a State Committee Member, two dist. 
Committee Secretaries, One district Committee member, three dalam 
commanders and two dalam members perished leading to seizure of one AK-47, 
three SLRs, four .303 rifles, two carbines, two pistols, one SBBL gun, two 
Tapanchas (Country made revolvers) and two grenades from the scene. This 
exchange of fire and the subsequent surrender within 10 days thereafter led to 
total decimation of RSD i.e., Rayalaseema division of the Maoists. This is the 
first time that the entire region had been free from Maoists cadres. While both 
the Greyhounds units exhibited utmost professional skill in tactical movement 
in encircling the Maoists party without detection, the assault led by the team of 
six headed by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector deserve mention. 
Among these also, the daring resolve exhibited by Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, 
Reserve Inspector in assessing the situation, planning the operation and lea ing 
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the attack unmindful of the imminent danger to his life and the able assistance 
given by Shri Ch. Ramudu, HC in the initial assault as also the sustained effort 
in maintaining the pressure at grave risk to his life, on the Maoists who were 
intent on inflicting causality in the police ranks and making good their escape, 
deserves recognition and merits reward. 

In this encounter S/Shri Tanga Ramakrishna, Reserve Inspector and 
Chappidi Ramudu, Head Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


Information regarding presence of terrorist in village Safiyan, Billawar 
area, in district Kathua was received by Jammu Police on 27.2.2007. 
Immediately, an operation was planned and a police party headed by Dy, SP 
Shalley Singh, SOG Jammu deputed for search operation. Braving incessant 
rains and treacherous mountains track, the police party reached Safiyan and 
located the house, where terrorists were suspected to be hiding. Sensing the 


movement of Police party, the terrorists fled away from the house and while 
fleeing they lobbed a grenade towards Police party, which missed the target. 
The Police party chased the terrorists and Dy SP Shalllcy Singh was able to 
pounce upon the terrorist, who had lobbed the grenade and after a scuffle 
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managed to overpower him. On his interrogation, he was identified as Naseer 
Ahmed @ Bittu @ Raju r/o Sama Bhaderwah. He disclosed that the other 
terrorist Abu Tallah, the Divisional Commander of Lashker Toiba, had fled 
towards Forest area. After knowing that the terrorist who fled away, is Abu 
Tallah, the most dreaded terrorist involved in number of massacres of minority 
community, Dy. SP Shalley Singh without wasting any time and any fear of 
dangerous terrain, dark night, dense forest and heavy rains, re-organized his 
party of eight men and started the search operation in the dense forest. After a 
continuous search for about three hours, Police Party came under heavy fire 
from the forest in Jhangera area. The terrorist also lobbed three hand grenades 
on the Police party in which one Constable Anil Kumar 373/JKAP 7 th Bn. 
received splinters in his right arm and he fell down. Insp. Sunil Jasrotia, without 
caring for his life crawled under the volley of bullets and rescued Constable 
Anil Kumar to a safer place and then again joined Dy. SP Shalley Singh who 
too had received splinter injuries in left leg in the ensuing battle. The brave 
Officers without loosing nerves took to the ground and started crawling towards 
the target, encouraging the other Police personnel to move ahead with them to 
take on the terrorist from different directions. The terrorist was hiding at a 
dominating position. Insp. Sunil Jasrotia engaged the terrorist in the gun battle 
whereas Dy. SP Shalley Singh crawled through dense forest and moved to the 
target and carried out a final assault on the Lashkar Commander putting his life 
at risk. One AK-56 Rifle, two Magazines, 28 rounds, one cell Phone and other 
documents were recovered from the spot. The dead body was identified to be 
that of Ahu Tallah who was carrying a cash reward of Rs. 2.50 lakh on his head, 
as he was instrumental in carrying out many massacres of civilians in District 
Doda and Kathua. After tracking down for six hours, the dead body of slain 
terrorist, captured terrorist and the recoveries made from the spot were handed 
over to Police Station Billawar for the legal formalities. Case FIR No. 23/07 
was registered at P/S Billawar. Shri Shalley Singh, Dy. SP and Inspector Sunil 
Jasrotia No. 5881/NGO have demonstrated exemplary courage and bravery of 
highest order in the face of imminent danger and led the operation from the 
front at the risk of their lives. 

In this encounter S/Shri Shalley Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police 
and Sunil Singh Jasrotia, Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

On a specific information regarding presence of terrorists in the house of 
Mohd. Yousuf Itoo S/o Wali Mohd Itoo at Shirpora Frisel, SOG Anantnag, 1 st 
RR, 93 Bn CRPF, laid a cordon around the said house, during intervening night 
of 6/7-08-2006. The terrorist hiding in the house opened indiscriminate firing in 
which one jawan LNK Raj Kanwal Singh (no. 45691404) of l sl RR died on spot 
and another sustained serious injuries on right arm. The terrorists had taken 
three civilians namely Farooq Ahmad Ganie S/o Ab. Rehman; Manzoor Ahmad 
Tantray S/o Ali Mohd and Abid Hussain Mir S/o Ab. Aziz residents of Shirpora

The terrorists started heavy firing and forces could not retaliate because it could 
have resulted in civilian causalities. The top priority was given to the safe 
evacuation of the civilians. Shri Abdul Ghani Mir, SSP Anantnag, and Shri 
Harmeet Singh, Dy.SP(Ops), Anantag and Dy.SP (Ops), Kulgam in consultation 
with other forces devised a plan to evacuate the civilians. Shri Abdul Ghani 
Mir, SSP along with Shri Harmeet Singh, Dy.SP, Anantnag went very close to 
the building in Rukshak to persuade the terrorists to release the civilians. At the 

same time, they were able to encourage the civilians to come out of the 

building. The terrorist were asked to release the hostages but they did not. Shri 
Abdul Ghani Mir, SSP and Shri Harmeet Singh, Dy.SP alongwith two 
constables namely Shri Farooq Ahmad, Sg Ct and Shri Iqbal, Constable put 
themselves in great risk and went very close to the house from the back side. 
Two constables namely Shri Farooq Ahmad, Sg. Ct and Shri Iqbal, Constable 
were very close to the building without caring for their lives and finally 
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succeeded in evacuation of all the three civilians. The first civilian named as 
Farooq Ahmad Ganie S/o Ab. Rehman R/o Shirpora was rescued under heavy 
exchange of fire. Shri Abdul Ghani Mir, SSP and Shri Harmeet Singh, Dy.SP 
went very close to the building, crawled upto the building and rescued other two 
civilians amidst heavy firing. The Police party headed by SSP Anantnag 
restrained other forces from any firing, which could have put lives of three 
civilians in danger. After the civilians were rescued, Shri Farooq Ahmad, Sg. 
Ct and Shri Mohd Iqbal, Constable under guidance of officers made effective 
firing from the back side of the building which resulted in elimination of two 
terrorists who were identified as (i) Mudasir Ahmad Dar @ Setha @ Muna Dar 
S/o Wali Dar R/o Tekki Ribon and (ii) Feroze Ahmad Bhat @ Zubair S/o Gh. 

Hasan Bhat R/o Frisal. 

The following recoveries were made at the site of the gallant action : - (i)

Kumar DC(G) Rawalpura, Const Malkit Singh, HC Singara Singh and HC 
Mohd Aslam Chichi took position along the kachha track leading towards 
thick forest through the garden. Besides, two more stop parties were also placed 
on the ambush site for covering escape routes. First stop party consisting of Sh 
- ^ ma AC wiiii uv uks were placed at a distance of 200 yards from 
ambush site towards Harwan village and second stop consisting of Inspr(G) 
Jitender Singh with 12 ORs were placed approximately 250 yards from the 
junction towards Dachigaon. At about 212245 hrs, two suspected militants 
entered into the garden and on seeing them, Inspr (G) Raghuraj Singh 
challenged the militants to stop. One militant immediately took out his pistol 
and tired towards Inspr (G) Raghuraj Singh, but he had a narrow escape. 
Simultaneously, in a quick reflex action, Const D D Boro and Const Surjeet 
Singh along with Inspr(G) with utter disregard to their safety over powered the 
militant. In the mean time, in order rescue his comrade from the clutches of 
brave BSF men, the second militant lobbed a grenade on the party due to which 
~ ^.unst Suijcei eungn got splinter injuries on their thigh and 

tanu respectively. The militant got released due to injury of the two constables 
an., tried to escape by running, but. Const D D Boro by displaying exemplary 
couiage, professionalism and without caring of his injury, chased the militant 
and over powered him. Seeing brave attempt of Const D D Boro, the second 
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militant lobbed another grenade on Const D D Boro and Const Surjeet Singh 
who were scuffling with the militant due to which Constable D D Boro again 
sustained multiple splinter injuries. Even after getting multiple splinter injuries, 
Const D D Boro by exhibiting high degree of professionalism and courage fired 
from his personal weapon with his injured hand and critically injured the 
militant. At the same time, Inspr(G) Raghuraj Singh and Constable Surjeet 
Singh without wasting time also fired on the militant and injured him seriously. 
At the same time, another ambush party under command of Sh Manoj Kumar 
DC(G) located the second militant who was lobbing the grenade and challenged 
him to surrender. But instead of surrender, he lobbed another grenade on them, 
due to which Head Constable Mohd Aslam Chichi got splinter injuries. On this, 
Const Malkit Singh stood up and fired upon the militant and injured him. But 
despite injury, militant again lobbed a grenade on the party. However, it missed 
the target and HC Mohd Aslam Chichi despite serious splinter injuries 
overpowered the militant and unarmed him. Immediately, Shri Manoj Kumar 
DC(G) and Ct Malkit Singh took the custody of militant. Both the injured 
militants were evacuated to SMHS Hospital, Srinagar by J&K Police of PS- 
Harwan and injured BSF personnel were taken to BSF Composite Hospital 
Srinagar for treatment. While evacuating the militants to the hospital by Police, 
one militant succumbed to his injuries enroute and the second militant was

On 6 June 2007, at about 0620 hrs, a patrol under Command of 
Inspector G B Sahoo along with 10 ORs of ‘D’ Coy, ex-194 Bn BSF left BOP 
Sikander for area domination. Constable Deen Bandhu Pal was the leading 
scout of the patrol. He was very alert and vigilant moving tactically being 
SCOUt.

from the BOP Sikander, Constable Deen Bandhu Pal, observed some unusual 
movement in the thick undergrowth of the forest close to the track and 
immediately alerted his patrol Commander by shouting. The patrol Commander 
immediately stopped the movement of patrol and all the members of the patrol 
party were ordered to take position. Constable Deen Bandhu Pal 
simultaneously cocked his rifle and challenged towards the spot where he had 
observed the suspected movement in the undergrowth. On finding the scout of 
the patrol party in their close vicinity and ready to fire on them, a group of 
militant’s who had laid an elaborate ambush on the track, fired on Constable 


Deen Bandhu Pal indiscriminately from less than 5 mts, hitting him on both the 
shins. Without caring for his bullet injuries, Constable Deen Bandhu Pal 
instantaneously fired towards the suspected direction of the militants, which 
resulted into casualty to few militants. On being hit by the second volley of 
militant’s tire, Const Deen Bandhu Pal fell down on the ground but continued to 
engage the militants by sustained firing. Due to sudden exchange of fire and 
being badly injured, he could not take any cover and was exposed to the 
militants fire. Another burst of militants fire pierced through his chest and he 
fell down on the ground and his INSAS rifle was released from his hand which 
rolled down the hill by about two meters. The leading elements of the patrol 
party, on being alerted by Const Deen Bandhu Pal, took defensive position and 


iifCu tow arcs the genera; Gircctton Oi me ambush site Icaciing to a heavy 
exchange of fire between patrol party and militants. The patrol party had also 
got covering fire from the adjoining BSF BOPs. The militants finding them 
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engaged with effective fire of the patrol party and covering fire from the 
adjoining BSF posts, hastily withdrew from the site of ambush. Due to quick 
reflex action, presence of mind, and professional acumen Constable Deen 
Bandhu Pal could thwart the nefarious design of militants to cause maximum 
casualties to BSF patrol party. He being a scout of the patrol party acted very 
promptly and gallantly and stood as iron barrier to save his comrade from the 
burst of militant’s fire and fought valiantly till last breath which forced the 
militants to decamp their ambush position. However, in the ensuing operation 
Constable Deen Bandhu Pal made the supreme sacrifice for the nation. The

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On the night oi 06.04.2007 at about 1945 hrs, upon a sudden barrage of 
automatic and semi automatic fire along with explosives caused by petrol 
bombs and hand grenades thrown from the back side of wall of Khasmahal 
camp, CISF iawans immediately took up their positions. The two-armed 
j a wans on sentry duty, namely Constable Hoshiyar Singh at the main gate 
iviorcha and constable Dalip Singh on the rear left corner Morcha, 
instantaneously opened lire. Constable Bhagwati Singh at once informed the 
main control room of CISF at DIG office, Kargali through wireless set. 
SI/Executive Kaptan Boipai, realizing that the small wicket gate in the main 
gate was open, ran to close it braving bullets and bombs. It was on his way to 
the main gate Morcha after closing the main gate that he was hit by grenade and 
petrol bomb and gravely injured. Constable Hoshiyar Singh held the enemy fire 
by his spirited attack firing Irom his SLR in all directions keeping the attackers 
at bay. An hour and half after the attack began, Constable Hoshiyar Singh was 
hit by bullet in his head and died. Meanwhile, the extremists blew up the rear 

sidewalls ol Coy, Office, SOs room and kitchen and the front wall of the 
barrack. Constable Dalip Singh immediately ran & took up position at the main 
gate Morcha and resumed fire, it was almost 2215 hrs, when his ammunition 
WdS exhausted, he was hit by a petrol bomb and became unconscious. For 
almost three hours, these brave j awaits held at bay a 400 strong group of left- 
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wing extremists with just four SLRs. ASI/Exe MM Ali and Constable 
Bhagawati Singh broke open the door of the makeshift kote and took out two 
SLRs and ammunition and occupied one more Morcha at left comer of the 
camp. Some jawans led by Sl/Exe Kaptan Boipai and HC S P Bharti started 
loading rounds in magazines and passing them to the jawans who were firing 
from various Morchas. Some Jawans immediately switched off the lights in the 
barracks. The left wing extremists who had taken positions all around the camp, 
now closed in towards the back wall and were firing indiscriminately using 
automatic/semi automatic, 303 bolt action rifles along with heavy use of petrol 
bombs, hand grenades, cane bombs and acid bombs. Constable Bhagwati Singh 
and HC S P Bharti kept on firing till they exhausted all their bullets. The Left 
wing extremists using mega phones kept on making announcements asking the 
force personnel to surrender and hand over their weapons. Although they were 
clearly outnumbered, the above CISF Jawans refused to give in and kept up the 
defence. 


After about 2 Vi hours of this battle, while constable Hoshiyar Singh had 
lost his life in fighting. Constable Bhagwati Singh and HC S P Bharti had 
exhausted their ammunitions, extremists made an announcement through mega 
phone that they had surrounded the camp and had laid land-mines all around 
and if the force in the camp did not surrender in three minutes they would blow 
up the camp and kill all those in the camp. Constable Dalip Singh who regained 
consciousness realizing that the extremists would now enter the camp, showed 
commendable presence of mind by coming down the Morcha and hiding his 
rifle in the toilet located below the Morcha. The extremists firing stopped at 


around 2230 hrs. Thereafter they entered the camp. They were not able to 


believe that a small force with just four SLR’s could hold 400 strong attackers 


for almost three hours. In the process of enquiry about weapons they also 
thrashed and assaulted many jawans, two of whom Constable R N Giri and 
Constable Jagjit Singh were hit by petrol bomb and received burn injuries. 
Another constable R D Oran was injured by a bullet, which hit his thigh during 
the firing. Later, on apprehension that rescue teams were on their way the left 
wing extremists retreated taking away 04 SLRs, one Motorola walkie-talkie set, 


19 SLR Magazines from the camp. 


On getting information of the attack at about 1950 hrs, Dy. Commandant 
Shri R B Singh, being the senior most officer in the unit, immediately rushed to 
nearby “D” Coy Line w 7 hcre he instructed Inspector Md Irfan to carry all 
available armed man-power. With 04 SLRs, one carbine and one pistol under 
the command, Shri R B Singh, Dy. Commandant immediately rushed towards 
the Khasrnahal camp. On the way he was informed of an ambush on the road 
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ahead of the petrol pump at Kurpania where the STF of State police, CRPF and 
CISF QRT had been held up. He changed the track and came to Jarandih 
Railway Level crossing where he left the vehicle and started proceeding on foot 
along the Railway line. Having run in criss cross manner, he reached the 


Khasmahal open cast. All through the track he moved tactically escaping the 
ambush laid by the Left wing extremists. On reaching the open cast, he came 
under sudden fire to which he retaliated immediately moving surreptitiously 
through the coal dump, following the principles of camouflage and 
concealment, and could reach with in 200 meters of the “E” Coy line. Leading 
from the front, Shri R B Singh, Dy. Commandant acted swiftly with precision in 
the pitch darkness facing bullets, displaying extraordinary courage and valour in 
performance of duty. Around 2245 hrs, he could establish contact with the Coy 
Line where he reached with his team at Khasmahal camp. In utter darkness 
when all roads and tracks leading to the camp were mined by the Left Wing

On 0^/07^06 soecific intelligence input about presence of militants in 
Wangund village L m Telbal, unL Police Station Harwan, was received by 
Commandant 112 Bn. from IGP, Srinagar, who further briefed SI/GD 
Ramashish Tiwari of 112 Bn, CRPF to launch operation alongwith SOG, Civil 
Police and QRT of 112 Bn including his own platoon. Thereafter, immediately 
SI/GD Ramashish Tiwari of 112 Bn, CRPF briefed the troops, and launched 
joint cordon and search operation with SOG and Civil Police at Wangun 
village area in Telbal under Police Station Harwan. During search operation at 
the house of Gulam Mohd Bhatt S/o Ali Mohd Bhatt, search party consisting of 
SOG and SI/GD Ramashish Tiwari of 112 Bn, CRPF came to know that there 
were two militants hiding in the house. As SI Gulam Mustafa of SOG went to 

alert and strengthened the cordon, SI/GD Ramashish Tiwari of 112 Bn, 

and Constable Mustaq Ahmad of SOG jumped over the inner wall of the 
boundary and reached the lawn of the house. At the same time, two militants 
came out of the side window of the house, and ran towards the outer boundary 
of the house, and were firing on either side while running. SI/GD Ramashish 
Tiwari of 112 Bn, CRPF immediately opened fire, and managed to injure the 
second militant.

On getting specific information on 30/06/2006, a joint Cordon and search 
operation was launched in Village Mirhama under Police Station & District 
Kulgam, South Kashmir valley by a platoon of E Company of 5 Bn. CRPF with 
the troops of 161 & 162 Bns. CRPF, along with SOG Kulgam and 9 RR, to nab 
the terrorists hiding in a house in Village Mirhama, Kulgam. Since Mirhama is a 
big village, with 350 houses, a large number of troops, of various units/forces, 
were deployed for cordoning the village, and additionally smaller teams were 
formed to carry out house-to-house searches. The Search party led by Insp/GD 
Gopal Prasad Singh, with the active assistance of Ct/GD Gurudev Hugger and 
Ct/GD Sunil Kumar Singh of 5 Bn, CRPF, under the supervision of Shri Ras 
Bihari Singh, 21/C of 161 Bn, CRPF tactfully rescued the inmates of the said 
house and its adjoining buildings, and effectively retaliated the heavy 
indiscriminate fire and hurling of grenades emanating from the militants from 
close range. The role of RR, SOG and CRPF was common/collective i.e. to lay 
cordon in their respective areas of responsibility, and to carry out searches of 
houses, by forming a few teams of each force. As the militants were hiding, 
identity of the target house was not known; and once the contact was established 
with the terrorists the above search party of CRPF exhibited gallant action. 
Incidentally, the above mentioned search party came under a vollev of bullets 
from close quarter, and there was imminent threat to their lives. Despite 
conspicuous danger to their own lives, Shri Ras Bihari Singh, 21/C, Insp/GD 
Gopal Prasad Singh, Ct/GD Gurudev Hugger and Ct/GD Sunil Kumar Singh 
engaged the terrorists in ferocious gun battle. The courage shown by these 
CRPF personnel by going very close to the building even when Inspector Gopal 
Prasad Singh sustained a bullet injury on his left leg is exemplary. They did not 
lose their nerve, kept the troops motivated and finally succeeded in eliminating 
all the three terrorists of LET among whom one Abu Quasib @ Gori was 
holding the rank of District Commander of LET ( Lashkar E Toiba ) and 
operating in District Kulgam. 

The slain terrorists were later identified as: - 

i) Abu Quasib @ Gori, District Commander of LET, R/o Pakistan. 

ii) Muneer Ahmed Ganie, S/o Atta Mohd., R/o Marwah, Dachan. 

iii) Fayez Ahmed Rather, S/o Gh. Mohd., R/o Harshiwah, Sopore. 

In this encounter S/Shri Ras Bihari Singh, Second-in-Command, Gopal 
Prasad Singh, Inspector, Gurudev Hugger, Constable and Sunil Kumar Singh, 
Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On 15/12/06 at about 1805 hours, Shri R.K.Mondal , A/C of C/171 Bn 
received a telephone call from Shri Rajesh Kumar Singh, Superintendent of 

Po / Ce ; B ™ kura who informed him that a squad of CPI (Maoist) activists armed 
wn,. ucauiy weapons intruded into the village Bagdubi under P.S. Barikul 
istnct- Bankura (West-Bengal) and started searching some CPI(M) members 
at the village with ulterior motive of killing them. The Superintendent of Police, 
Bankura directed Shri R.K.Mondal, Asstt. Commandant, C/171 BN to launch an 
operation immediately . On that day i.e on 15/12/06, Shri Prasanta Kr Dey 
Dy.SP Admn) of P.S. Barikul, SI Sk.Anamul Haque and ASI Sanjay Chattarai 
ol Bakura Police were present in C/171 Camp at Sarengsokra. Accordingly as 
per the orders ol S.P., Bankura, one platoon of C/171 Bn left for village 

ufu Ub u’ ? Uly equipped ’ on foot alon g with above Civil Police personnel. 
When the platoon reached near the Primary School of that particular village the 
p atoon observed that the Naxalites were addressing a meeting there. When the 
platoon started approaching and intercepting the meeting venue tactfully in a 
single line formation due to hostile land condition of the terrain area, they were 
suddeniy came under a volley of fire from the Naxals from a distance of hardly 
meters - The fire was immediately retaliated by our troops. No. 

710063 (Late) Ct/GD Binod Rai who was heading the column of the Force 
as scout had spotted two Naxals who were firing on the Police Force from the 
front and therefore, he immediately retaliated by opening fire on them. It was 
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his operational acumen and accuracy that he did not miss the target and 
succeeded in killing both of the Naxals on the spot. He fired four rounds from 
his Govt, arms and silenced the attackers with unmistakable accuracy thereby 
saved the lives of other police personnel and also the villagers present at the 
meeting. But in that process, he also received bullet injury on his head and 
sacrificed his lives for the cause of the nation. The indomitable courage and 
valorous act demonstrated by Late CT/Gd Binod Rai, during the encounter with 
Armed Naxalites was highly exceptional, encouraging and imitable for all times 
to come. No.041715003 Ct/GD Dhyan Singh and No.041715182 Ct/GD Kuhal 
Roy who were following No. 041710063 Ct/GD Binod Rai, saw him ( Ct/GD 
Binod Rai) falling down due to bullet injury. They immediately moved towards 
No. 041710063 Ct/GD Binod Rai for his rescue and also fired upon by the 
Naxals and both of them received bullet injury in their person. Even after 


sustaining serious gun shot wounds they displayed unprecedented courage and 
risking their own lives they took position and engaged the Naxalites witu 
retaliatory fire effectively. Due to their valiant act, the Naxals who were firing 
heavily on CRPF party uprooted from the hidden place and forced to retreat. 
Thus, both the above personnel i.e. Ct(GD) Kuhal Roy and CT(GD) Dhyan 
Singh saved any further loss of human lives. The restraint, dedication to duty, 
accuracy and loyalty displayed by these two CRPF personnel were of the 
highest degree, which ensured a zero risk to innocent villagers who were present 
at the spot. The following arms/ammunition were recovered during the 
operation 


(i) One 303 bore Rifle bearing arsepal No. AP-7683 & Butt No. 105 

(ii) One 303 bore Rifle bearing arsenal No. RF1-1952 & Butt No. 444 

(iii) One old Nylon bag containing 100 mtrs. long electrical wire, 5 
detonators, one flash gun, 3 old rags, 3 old black polythene, ground 
sheet, one old mat made of dead leaf and three Maoist leaflets. 

(iv) One old Olive green colour cloth container containing six 303 
chargers holding 30 rounds 303 live bullets and another charger 
holding one round 303 live bullet.

On reliable information on 31-03-2006 that some Maoists cadres were 
camping in the forest area on the borders of Khammam and Danthewada the 
Greyhounds Assault Unit led by Shri V Narayana Rao were dropped on the 
Perur venkatapuram Road at about 0200 hrs. The Unit proceeded in the North- 
East direction into the hilly tough area. The unit moved in the night and the 
morning of 01-04-2006 for 12 KM as the crow flies in the hilly terrain to reach 
the core area. The unit combed part of the core area on 01-04-2006 and halted 
near Muknur village outskirts since there was no water source in the area except 
one nala that was available to the villagers. Shri V Narayana Rao ensured that

hidden in the jungle on the night of 01-04-2006. 3 

On 02-04-2006 at about 0500 hrs S/Shri V Narayana Rao and P Kataiah 
and their team climbed the hillock which is V4 KM south of the village. The 
l ock has very steep gradient on its North facing the village and has easy slope 
as its east. Shri V Narayana Rao divided the Unit personnel into two parties and 
they moved from east to west. Shri P Kataiah noticed the presence of the 
enemy. Ele immediately signaled the enemy presence to the party coming 
behind him. Shri V Narayana Rao immediately split the two parties into three 
and sent one party back the way they came on to the track between the hillock 
and the village to act as the cut off party. He led the assauit party while another 
party covered on the South / South east to cut off exit in that direction. Shri V 
arayana Rao and P. Kataiah team managed to reach up to a distance of 35 
meters from enemy. Meanwhile a dog which was with a villager who was in the 
camp with the Maoists started barking. The enemy got alerted noticed S/Shri V 
Narayana Rao and P Kataiah party and indiscriminately opened fire with their 
weapons. Shri V Narayana Rao and P Kataiah and all the members of the team 
with Shri P Kataiah in the lead taking a great risk in the face of bullets fired at 
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them though they were without any cover or protection: In the process, one lady 
dalam member died on the spot and others kept on firing at the police party 
while retreating. Shri V Narayana Rao and P Kataiah chased them with their 
party immediately. Meanwhile, 4 Maoists jumped into the valley like steep 
slope undaunted Shri V Narayana Rao and P Kataiah jumped into the valley 
though the enemy has already the advantage of taking position there. The 
Maoists who took cover in a cave like recess rained bullets on the Police party 
as soon as they jumped in to the steep valley. Shri V Narayana Rao and P 
Kataiah advanced forward in the bushes and rocks unmindful of grave risk to 
their life and opened fire on the Maoists bringing down 3 of them including the 
Cherla Guerilla squad Action Commander and Dy. Dalam Commander of t e 
Dantewada Guerilla squad. Shri P Kataiah displayed conspicuous bravery in this 

dare devil assault. 

The fourth Maoist, a lady Dalam member tried to escape towards the 
nearby village, Shri V Narayana Rao alerted the Cut-off party on the track to the 
village. They immediately tracked her and in the ensuing exchange of fire she 
also died She was later identified a dalam member. Two .303 riffles, wit 
rounds 2 SBBL guns ,18 rounds, 7 kit bags and other camping items such as 
food and medicine were recovered. The civilian and 2 Maoists escaped since 
dog with the civilian alerted them to Police presence. Had Shri V Narayana Rao 
and P Kataiah not displayed the rare courage in crawling closed to the Maoist 
camp in chasing the Maoist jumping into the steep valley behind them an a 
they not persisted in their pursuit of the Maoists braving their bullets and had 
not Shri V Narayana Rao alerted the cut off party to stop the firing Maoist, these 
4 Maoist also would have escaped since they were also alerted by the dog. 

Shri V Narayana Rao, Dy. Assualt Commander (R.I) provided excellent 
leadership in assessing the situation, forming teams into various groups imtia y 
and again dividing the 2 teams into 3 teams including cut-off party by closing 
the escape routes for the enemy. Shri P Kataiah displayed casemate skill n 
identifying the Maoist camp and silently alerting the rest, m advancing close to 
the Maoist camp though there were no cover, and unmatched courage in chasing 
the Maoists alone with Shri V Narayana Rao m the steep vaHey jumping in 
the same unmindful of their risk and bringing down 4 Maoists. Shri V Naray 
Rao have exhibited good coordination, team spirit unwavering 
aood leadership, and enviable courage m this exchange of lr . 

Tesulted in death of (5) Extremist i.e (3) of the Khammam Dist (AP) and (-) ~ 
Dant'hewada Diana of Ch.ttisgath S„,e. This action of Police has g.ven severe 
jolt to CPI (Maoists) in this inhospitable and difficult border area.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


Nallamala forest of Mahaboobnagar, Kurnool, Nalgonda, Guntur & 
Praksam Districts of Andhra Pradesh is highly affected with activities of CPI 
Maoists who have been dominating the deep jungles of the above districts in 
order to create a Guerilla base. In the last 10 years they have indulged in 
ruthless killing of innocent civilians, Police Personnel and Political Leaders. 

Superintendent of Police, Mahboobnagar district received information 
that Mahesh, DCM, Indira and other Maoists were moving in the surrounding 
area of Appaipalli, Medimankala, Sangidigundala tribal villages of Nallamala 
forest area with in Lingala Police Station limits, with a plan to kill police by 
luring them into an ambush or attack a police station. There was a possibility of 
their causing serious disturbance a few days before, the ZPTC/MPTC elections. 
Maoists group had an exchange of fire with a police party in the same forest 
area which indicated their plan to commit heinous offence. Immediately on 
receipt of information S2C A/Unit of Greyhounds led by Shri K Appala Naidu, 
SI and DAC Sri. N. Siva Prasad, AAC Sri. K. Siva Rama Krishna and Sri. M. 
Gajendra Kumar with a strength of 27, was briefed and dropped along with Shri 
K Sanieev Kumar, Head Constable, in the treacherous thick forest of Nallamala 
on the night of 24-06-06. The commandos combed the area given to them for 
two and half days. The Party was tired due to difficult terrain, rain and as the 
forest is very thick, visibility was very poor and movement was difficult. 
However, determined to make the operation successful, Shri K Appala Naidu, 
SI along with others commandos. The party thoroughly checked all those 
places which were not included in the programme and at about 1100 hrs, halted 
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at a place nearby tribal village Medimankala. At about 1200 hrs the unit 
observed one person wearing civil dress walking on a track nearby. 
Immediately, two constables searched the person and found two improvised 
hand Grenades and Rs. 20,000/- cash in the pouch which was tied to his waist. 
After thorough interrogation the man divulged that he was a member of the 
Maoist group and he was coming form the halting place of the Maoist party 
which was 8 km away. Immediately the unit in charge DAC, Shri K Appala 
Naidu, SI along with other unit personnel rushed to the place as indicated by the 
captured Maoist without losing any time since CPI Maoists are known for 
shifting their camps frequently. As per the information provided by the 
captured Maoists the police team reached the area but couldn’t locate the camp. 
Then the team was divided into three groups S/Shri K Appala Naidu, SI and K 
Sanjeev Kumar, Head Constable were in the main assault team, and the other 

two teams were sent as cut offs. 

The main assault party lead by Shri K Appala Naidu and DAC N. Siva 
Prasad moved forward after receiving signal from the Right & Left Parties. 
Suddenly a lady sentry of the Maoists opened fire and shouted as she has 
observed the movement of the left flank. On getting alerted by sentry all other 
extremists opened fire on the assault team. The team leader and other members 
asked them to surrender. But the Maoists continued firing with an intention to 
kill the police party. As the extremists were well entrenched in their positions, 
S/Shri K Appala Naidu, SI and K Sanjeev Kumar, Head Constable moved into 
the open area and faced the bullets of extremists bravely in an effort to storm 
their camp. Seeing the assault by police team especially S/Shri K Appala 
Naidu, SI and K Sanjeev Kumar, Head Constable, extremists started retreating 
up the hill but continued firing. Then S/Shri K Appala Naidu, SI and K Sanjeev 
Kumar, Head Constable chased them up the hill and retaliated the enemy fire. 
S/Shri K Appala Naidu, SI and K Sanjeev Kumar, Head Constable along with 
other commandos fired rapidly and advanced towards the firing extremists. 
After half an hour, fire stopped from the Maoists. On conducting thorough 
search the police team found dead bodies of 8 Maoists and One SLR, two .303, 
two 8mm, and two 410 Musket, along with, ammunition grenade, cash & other 
articles. The (8) extremists who were killed are as follows:-

On 27-5-2006 the Superintendent of Police, Karimnagar received credible 
information that one person is going to meet CPI Maoist Group extremists of 
Karimnagar West Division at the outskirts of Rakulapalli village of Sarangapur 
Mandal and also about presence of CPI Maoist West Division committee 
members. Shri f. Raja Sambaiah, HC entrusted to verify the information and to 
check the hide outs of CPI Maoist Group extremists along with Sis ot 
Vemulawada and Gollapalli PSs. Based on that information, an assault party 
consisting (9) members including Shri T. Raja Sambaiah, was dispatched on 
27-5-2006 at about 1100 hours. The party was dropped at the outskirts of 
Rekulapalli and then Shri T. Raja Sambaiah divided into two parties one led by 
Shri T. Raja Sambaiah and the other party led by the Sis Vemlawada and 
Gollapalli PS. Shri T. Raja Sambaiah laid ambush near a school, which was 
situated at the outskirts of Rekulapalli village tor about six hours without 
exposing to the villagers. At about 1900 hours, Shri T. Raja Sambaiah noticed a 
person who is having a bag on his shoulder and going to meet the extremists of 
CPI Maoist Group. Immediately Shri T. Raja Sambaiah tracked him for about 1 
Km. The person reached the daiam of CPI Maoists. Unlortunately the dalam 
members noticed Shri T. Raja Sambaiah and immediately opened fire with 
automatic and semi-automatic weapons with an intention to kill Shri T. Raja 
Sambaiah. Immediately, Shri T Raja Sambaiah after due warnings, took 
positions and retaliated the lire in self-defense since there was no alternative. 
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The firing lasted about 5 minutes. After the firing stopped, the Police party 
waited for some time and advanced and found two male dead bodies with one 
MM Sten Gun and its ammunition and One Lap Top computer seized from the 

scene of offence. 

Later the slain extremists were identified as 1. Katkuri Ramulu @ 
Praveen r/o Mudapally of Chendurthy (M), DCM Karimnagar West Division 
and Badugu Ashok s/o Narsaiah age 29 yrs. r/o Shivangulapal y of Konaraopet

The slain extremist Katkuri Ramulu @ Praveen, DCM, is hard core 
extremist and was involved in many heinous offences, including brutal murders 
attempt to murders, arson exchanges of fire cases and extortion etc., in West 
Division of Karimnagar district.

On the night of 26-03-2005, the Addl.S.P.(Oprs), Warangal collected 
precise information through his sources that the top cadres o 
Prajapratighatana and Adivasi Liberation Tigers (ALT) along with other cadres 
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of their groups are camping on the hillocks situated in the outskirts of 
Kambalapalli village under the limits of Mahabubabad Rural PS and 
summoning the farmers contractors and business people and extorting money. 

The said area is situated at a distance of 18 KMs towards NE from 


Mahabubabad Rural PS. The area is spread in about 10 square kilometers 
covered with dense scrubs, boulders, rocks and hillocks. The entire area is 
bordering of Khammam district and is affected with the activities of CPI (ML) 
groups and most of the routes are risky. Acting on the information received, the 
Addl.SP (Oprs), Warangal planned an operation to neutralize the extremist 
camping in the forest. As per the plan, he deputed two units consisting of 41 
police personnel under the leadership of S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 
Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama 
Rao, Constable to conduct the operation. To keep the movement of forces a 


secret, he planned their movement in the night to reach the scene and to launch 
the operation with the first light. As planned by the Addl.S.P (Oprs) Warangal, 
all the police personnel landed in the forest area of Kambalapalli of 0200 hours 
on 27-03-2005. Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector led the 
combined units consisting of Unit-I & II of District Guards. S/Shri Yanabothula 


Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and 
Komaram Rama Rao, Constable alongwith both the District Guard Units under 
the leadership of them reached the bottom of the hillock named 
Errammakuntagutta (.487 in SOI Map No.65C/2) at 0430 hours, where the 
S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, 
Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable divided the unit into four 
parties and three of them were sent around the hillocks as cut-off parties and 


they proceeded with remaining party towards top of the hillock as assault group. 
After reaching the top of one of the hillocks at about 0630 hours when they did 


not notice the movements of extremists. S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 


Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama 
Rao, Constable without losing hope, motivated their party, divided again the 
party into two teams and searched the area. While searching was on, Shri 
Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, noticed two extremists 
(who were in jungle patch dress with weapons) proceedings towards another 
hillock with water cans. Immediately Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve 
Sub Inspector, alerted Shri Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram 
Rama Rao, Constable through the VHF set and concealed themselves from the 
extremists and followed them stealthily. Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 
Reserve Sub Inspector further heard some noise on the other hillock and found 
some persons clad in jungle patch dress with arms moving on the top of the 
hillock. He alerted and advised S/Shri Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and 
Komaram Rama Rao, Constable for proceedings towards the area. Shri Cirra 
Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector reached Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve 
Sub Inspector, team by taking all precautions to avoid the exposure and then 
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both the teams merged as one team and slowly followed the extremists who 
came to fetch water. At about 0900 hours, Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 
Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama 
Rao Constable reached the top of hillocks with great difficulty as it was steep, 
and saw the extremists camping. S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve 
Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, 
Constable quickly gauged the terrain around the extremist camp and decided to 
launch assault (4 personnel including S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 
Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama 
Rao, Constable ) from the front and to have to cut off (4+3 personnel ) to give 
support fire and to prevent the escape of extremists. As the visibility was poor 
due to thick undergrowth, forest and uneven terrain, S/Shri Cirra Sathish Babu, 
Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable with their small assault 
party crawled up the cliff very close to the extremists who were holding 
meeting. When S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, 
Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable and 
their party reached very close, one of the extremists noticed them and opened 
indiscriminate fire with an automatic weapon towards them. b/bhri 
Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Su 
Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable and their team who were very 
close to the extremists reacted quickly and launched their assault with the 
support of remaining two PCs. The extremists fired indiscriminately using 
automatic weapons with a view to kill the S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, 
Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama 
Rao, Constable. S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, 
Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable and 
their party, though in very small number, retaliated valiantly without sparing a 
thought for their lives, continued their fire and advanced towards extremist 
camp and shot the extremists who were firing with SF Rifle and 8 MM rifles. 
The gunshots of the enemy were fired from close distance. The fired roun s 
were whizzing past S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub nspector, 
Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable . Mean 
while with the instructions of S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub 
Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, 
Constable , the cut-off parties gave cover fire and prevented the extremist from 
making an escape. S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, 
Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constab e 
continued fire on the extremists, advanced towards the extremist risking their 
life in danger and shot two other important extremists who were giving sti 
resistance to the police. Sensing danger from the assault of S/Shn Yanabot u a 
Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector an 
Komaram Rama Rao, Constable , the remaining extremist fled away from the 
scene taking advantage of thick forest and boulders. Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva 
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Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram 
Rama Rao, Constable with their team chased the extremist some distance. The 
operation came to an end at 1000 hours. 

The brave act of S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reserve Sub Inspector, 
Cirra Sathish Babu, Sub Inspector and Komaram Rama Rao, Constable team 
inflicted heavy casualties on CPI (ML) Prajapratighatana and ALT groups with 
the death of: 


i) Dunnapothula Kumaraswamy @ Venu, S/o Komuraiah, 29 yrs, 
Waddera, r/o Chalvai (v), Govindaraopet (m), State Committee 
Member and DCS Khammam of CPI (ML) Prajapraigatana. 


ii) ALT extremist Kunja Kommalu @ Ramu @ Sathyam master @ 
Saiyam @ Chand s/o Komuraiah, 40 yrs, Koya, r/o Mokallapalh (v), 
Kothaguda (m), Dandakaranya Secretary of Adivasi Liberation Tigers 
(ALT). 


iii) Thati Krishna s/o Venkaiah, 30 yrs, Koya r/o Thirumalagiri (v), 
Kothagudem (m), dalam member of Venu dalam of Prajapratighatana. 


ivj Kandrati Laxmaji (w Laxmaiah w/o Satyanuruyuna, 30 yrs, Kammara 
r/o Garla (v), KMM dist., dalam member of Venu dalam of 
Prajapratighatana. 

In this encounter, one Springfield Rifle, three 8mm rifles, one SBBL and 


12 kit bags containing party literature and clothes and net cash of Rs.1,70,000/- 
were seized from the scene, which is the subject matter of Cr.No.40/05 u/s/147, 


148, 307 r/w 149 IPC, Sec.25 (1) (a), 27 Arms Act of PS Mahabubabad (R). 
These slain extremists committed several offences including extortions, 
assaults, arson and murders in Warangal and Khammam districts and created 
panic in the area among the public. Dunnapothula Dumaraswamy @ Venu and 
Kunja Kommalu @ Ramu was notorious in the area and terrorized the people 
with their clandestine activities. As a result of this encounter, the morale of 
both the Prajapratighatana and ALT fell to their lowest ebb. 


In this encounter S/Shri Yanabothula Sanjeeva Rao, Reservie Sub 
Inspector and K. Rama Rao, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


This is a case of exchange of fire with the dreaded Maoists Guerillas of 
Nallamala forest in the state of A.P., in which four notorious ultras including 
very important leaders were killed leading to recovery of deadly firearms such 
as SLRs, and .303 Rifles. 


Nalgonda, Mahaboobnagar, Prakasham, Guntur and Kumool Districts of 
A.P., State are highly affected with activities CPI - Maoists. The Maoists have 
been dominating the forest area of these districts in order to create a Guerrila 
base. They are also using the Krishna and Dindi rivers for transportation. In the 
last five years they have indulged in ruthless killing of many innocent civilians 
and police personnel. Bodu Sailu @ Kurmaiah, District Committee member is 
notorious for his mercilessness and inspired awe and terror in the countryside of 
Nalgonda and Mahaboobnager Districts. Even as the police pursued his 
relentlessly Kurmaiah escaped by firing at the police atleast 10 times and 
nerpetrated heinous offences including murders in the region. During the recent 
peace talks with the Maoists by the Government of Andhra Pradesh, Maoists 
under the leadership of Kurmaiah extorted lakhs of rupees from the people in 

the name of party fund. 


On 29-04-06 at 1100 hrs information was received that a group of 
Maoists consisting of 4 to 5 members moving in the area of Maddimadugu, 
Dindi and Krishna rivers junction with a plan to commit an offence. 
Immediately S-2B A/Unit of Greyhounds led by the Shri B. Adinarayana with a 
strength of 22 members, one (1) Cadet RSI, and two district police personnel 
was dispatched on the night of 29-04-06 to that area. 

On 30-04-06 around 1200 hrs 4 Maoists under the leadership of 
Kurmaiah. DCM, hijacked 2 boats of AP Tourism Department at Nagarjuna 
Konda near Nagarjuna Sagar. These 2 boats were being used by AP Tourism 
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Department for transporting tourists form Nagarjuna Sagar to Nagarjuna Konda 
which is an island in river Krishna. The four Maoists threatened all the tourists 
with weapons to come out of the boats. The Maoists hijacked the 2 boats tied 
them with ropes and moved in south direction — towards Srisailam along with 9 
crew members. The crew members pleaded with the Maoists not to harm them 
and also requested not to destroy the boats. Maoists beat the crew members and 
moved the two boats for 30 KM towards Srisailam. At about 1500 hrs the 
Maoists took the boats to the crew members, lit fare to one boat, arranged mines 
in another boat and blasted them. The extent of damage was approximately 1.5 
crore rupees to A.P. Tourism department Government of Andhra Pradesh. The 
information about hijack of the 2 boats was given to the Greyhounds party at 
around 1700 hrs. However the news about blasting of boats did not reach either 
the local police or GHs party by that time. The GHs party then moved towards 
Pidakalapenta ferry point on River Krishna expecting the Maoists to come there 
with the boats. While they were moving towards Pidakalapenta Ferry point Shri 
B. Adinarayana RSI, the team leader saw a small hut on a small hill feature. 
The entrance to the hut was closed with stones piled on each other. Since this is 
not the conventional way of providing a door Shri B. Adinarayana directed Shri 
Gunta Kemdas to search the hut. Shri Gunta Kemdas found a plastic sheet 
bundle. In that bundle 4 haver sacks, 4 Maoists Olive Green Uniform, party 
literature and a diary were found. Suspecting that they belong to the 4 Maoists 
who hijacked the boats, Shri B. Adinarayana quickly prepared an action plan. 
Shri B. Adinarayana RSI divided the entire party into 3 sub-groups. Shri B. 
Adinarayana RSI lead the main Assault party with 4 members only. Two other 
groups of 10 and 11 were made as cover parties and took position in the 
adjoining forest. The main assault group had to be very small since area in front 
oi the tent was cleared for a goat penn and there was no cover to protect the 
police party. The main assault group took position behind the small wooden 
fencing made with branches. Even while the police parties were taking 
position Shri B. Adinarayana RSI noticed 4 members coming towards them 
with bundles of luggage on their heads. The other parties were immediately 
alerted. It was already becoming dark as sun was sinking by that time. Shri B. 
Adinarayana RSI observed these people carrying deadly weapons to their 
shoulders as sling arms only when they came close by. He shouted to them to 
surrender. The Maoists dropped the bundles and started firing, with S.L.R and 
.303 Rifles. Shri B. Adinarayana RSI who was in main assault party and, was 
very close to the Maoist group retaliated the Maoists fire rushing forward with 
his team members and killed 2 Maoists who were ahead of the others. The 2 
Maoists who were about 50 yards behind started running away while firing 
indiscriminately. The cover party members moved ahead from both sides 
converging on the escaping 2 extremists. One lady member was brought down 
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by the cover teams. But Kurmaiah could put some distance between him and 
police who could not surge ahead because of the fire from SLR of Kurmaiah. 
Shri Gunta Kemdas dashed forward unmindful of the grave risk to his life in 
face of flying bullets and brought down Kurmaiah. 

In this exchange of fire one DCM and 3 Dalam Member were neutralized. 
One SLR and three .303 weapons were recovered along with grenades and 
walkie talkie sets. The encounter was a deadly blow to the CPI -ML Maoists 
Group in general and Nallamala forest division in particular. This is one of the 
best encounters that occurred in the dense Nallamala tough hilly region. The 
action by police in immediately neutralizing the extremists who committed a 
sensational offence brought laurels to police and struck a note of fear in the 
minds of Maoists from committing such offences there after. 

In this encounter S/Shri Billu Adinarayana, Assistant Assault 
Commander/ Reserve Sub Inspector and Gunta Kemdas, Head Constable 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

In April 2001, the Maoists formed the Andhra Orissa Border Special 
Zonal Committee (AOBSZC) to intensify the activities in Andhra Orissa Border 
area. Four district of AP viz East Godavari, Visakhapatnam and Srikakulam and 
five districts of Orissa namely Gajapathi, Ganjam, Rayagada, Koraput and 
Malkagiri come under ths committee. CPI ML PW formed AOBSZC to provide 
a link between North Telangana and Dandakarnya movement in view of the 
favorable terrain and conducive atmosphere for revolutionary movement. 
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On 02.02.2006 information about the movement of Maoists Guerrillas in 
Gurthedue reserve forest of Donkarai P.S Limits of East Godavari dist. In 
AOBSZC was received. This is a part of the Eastern Ghats, having peaks with 
height of 1000 mts and above. In this particular area, the hills are so close to 
each other with no motorable road could be laid there. Travel can only by foot 
and there are very few known tracks. It is exceedingly risky to adopt these 
known tracks since the Maoists are known to have planted landmines in a large 
number on these tracks. Many landmines and claymore mines were blasted 
landmines in a large number on these tracks. Many landmines and claymore 
mines were blasted against the police parties very frequently in these areas. 
Consequently police parties are forced to travel cross country totally. 


On receipt of information, one assault unit of Greyhounds with a strength 
of 17 personnel led by Shri B.Sreenivasulu proceeded to Gurthedue reserve 
forest on the night of 03.06.2006. They travelled cross country for 15 Kms up 
and down the hillocks to reach the core area. They combed the forest on the 4 th 
and 5 tn without any result. On the night of 5 lh they halted on a small hill feature 
in between 2 Maoist strong hold tribal thandas (hamlets) Chingenkota and 
Tangankota. On 6 th morning by about 0520hrs. When day light was just 
breaking and the unit was starting out for combing Shri B.Sreenivasulu noticed 
three persons with arms, coming on the back running from North to South from 
Chingenkota to Tangankota. There are two hillocks on either side of the track 
anu the pojice party was on the west of the track. There is a naia running from 
west to east to the south of the two hillocks. Immediately on noticing the 
Maoists with arms Shri B.Sreenivasulu divided his team into three parties. One 
team was left on the hillocks to observe from a distance if the party of three 
Maoists is only a scout team while rest of the Maoists are coming from behind. 
One party was sent on the South East direction as a cut off party into the Nala in 
case the Maoists wanted to escape through the Nalas. Shri B.Sreenivasulu led 
the main assault team of 5 members of which 2 were again dispatched to cover 
the nala on the west. Meanwhile the Maoists came out of the forest area and 
having crossed the grassy belt of 100 yards reached the nala. Though they had 
no cover and had to come out into the open plain area Shri B.Sreenivasulu 
accompanied by 2 other colleagues continued tracking the Maoists. When they 
were about to get into the nala the Maoists noticed the policy party tracking 
them and opened fire on them. Shri B.Sreenivasulu who was in the lead and had 
no cover of any rest whatsoever from the enemy fire had to open fire in 
retaliation. Spontaneous and well aimed fire from Shri B.Sreenivasulu well 
supported by his colleagues brought the three Maoists down who fell in the nala 
lifeless. Meanwhile the team which was covering the track from the hillock also 
reported that there was no sign of movement of any more Maoists in that area. 
The daring assault launched by the police team led by Shri B.Sreenivasulu led 
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to neutralization of three hard core underground armed Maoists one of whom 
was S. Chandu @ Ramesh, Area Committee Member, a senior Maoists 
functionary who was responsible for a number of offences including attacks on 
police parties. The other were identified as members of Gurthedu dalam. One 
SLR with 40 rounds one .303 with 35 rounds and one Carbine with 21 rounds 
were recovered along with three Grenades from the deceased Maoists. 

In this encounter Shri Bandapalli Srinivasulu, Reserve Sub Inspector 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the d ecoration has been awarded ^ 

The CPI Maoists believes in the doctrine of “Power though the Barrel of 
the Gun” and has a network spread over 13 States in the country. This Le 
Wing extremist group, threatening the internal security of our country is known 
for its guerilla Warfare and sensational, gruesome attacks, the 
Yerragondapalem and Pullalacheruvu forest tracks of the Nallamala are called 
the Guerilla Base - II (GB-2) in the Maoist Parlance. This area was considered 
to be impregnable till the year 2005. Almost all the important Maoist actions 
(like Aiipiri action on the former Chief Minister Shri Chandrabaou Na.du 
kiilino of MLA’s/Police Officers, lightening strikes on Police Stations etc.) 
were conceived in the GB - II by the top leadership of the AP State Committee 
of CPI (Maoist). On 8.12.2005 Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP(Operations) had 
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received the information that about 30 members of CPI Maoists were 
conducting a plenary in Pullalacheruvu PS limits of Markapur Forest area and 
were conspiring to launch some sensational attacks on Police Stations and 
targets. The plenary site was in the thick Pullalacheruvu forest of Nallamala. 
Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI AND Shri A. 
Venkateswarlu, ARPC along with 19 other police personnel of the Anti Naxal 
Special Party of Prakasam District left for operation on 8.12.2005 at 2330 hrs 
and Shri A.V. Ranganath lead the party. They dropped at Marrivemula “T” 
Junction under Pullacheruvu PS limits, Yarragundapalem Circle Map No. 56 
P/12 at about 0230 hrs on 9.12.2005. They continued their movement till 0530 
hrs. They reached the hillock Urakonda bv crossing the “Svmaraiukuvva” West 
of Marrivemula. They checked all the possible hideouts in the nearby area till 
1200 hrs on 9.12.2005. After lunch, the entire party again started for combing 
and searching the area by moving towards “Akkapalem hillocks”. The checking 
was conducted not only to locate the extremists but also to locate for any 
landmines which they might have planted to kill the policemen. At about 1730 
hrs the party contacted over High Frequency (HF) set and proceeded further and 
climbed the Akkapalem hillock. The area was thoroughly checked. The entire 
party laid ambush at this place as this is the vantage point for observing the 
movement along the track leading to Akkapalem. At 2030 hrs the Police party 
heard the dogs barking from the Urakonda direction. The dogs barking was 
continued till 2300 hrs. Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI 
and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, ARPC alerted the complete party and instructed the 
Policemen to be vigilant and observe for any suspicious movement from the 
direction of dogs barking. At about midnight 0030 hrs Shri N.V. Ramanaiah, 
ARPC observed the flashing of torch lights on the Urakonda hillock and 
informed the same to Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP. Immediately. Shri A.V. 
Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, ARPC 
confirmed and took the decision to search the Urakonda hillock, especially the 
area from where the torch light were flashed. Shri A.V. Ranganath, 
Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI, and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, ARPC took a 
reconnaissance party (additionally comprising of 4 other PCs) motivated the 
party and climbed down the Akkapalem Konda, crossed the Nala/rivulet and 
climbed up Urakonda from the southern direction (i.e. in the direction opposite 
to the movement of torch lights.). This Urakonda Hillock has an altitude of 344 
mtrs. During the reconnaissance, they heard the sounds of plastic sheets, some 
whispers etc. The reconnaissance party presumed that they were the Maoists. 
The reconnaissance party came back and briefed the entire party. The party was 
divided into one assault and two cut-off parties. The Assault party was lead by 
Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. 
Venkateswarlu, ARPC and two others namely Sd. Md Shakeer, PC & P. 
Tirumal Raju, PC began the raid at 0300 hrs. The assault party reached the 
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foothills of Urakonda by 0400 hrs, began to climb the hillock and was almost 
reaching the targeted area when with the break of first light (around 5.30 AM) 
the Maoists observed the movements of police party and immediately started 
firing on the Police besides exploding a land mine and a directional mine. Shri 
A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, 
ARPC alongwith their party took a detour and advanced towards the extremists 
by crawling and by adopting tactical movement. Notwithstanding the heavy 
firing, Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. 
Venkateswarlu, ARPC advanced further by crawling and entered into the 
Maoists camp. Two hand grenades were hurled towards the them by an 
extremist out of that one blasted just in front of the officers. Shri A.V. 
Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, 
ARPC, miraculously escaped from the blasting. From the crawling position 
both the officers rose up and resorted to heavy automatic firing from their AK - 
47 rifles without taking any cover. Due to the automatic burst fire of Shri A.V. 
Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, 
ARPC, a dreaded action team member and alternate Divisional Committee 
member ( DCM) of Guntur Latoon Sunkara Koteswara Rao @ Sunil and 
another dreaded naxal DCM Injumuri Marriamma @ Sruthi @ Vijaya were 
killed. Both the deceased Maoists were known for their deadly attacks on the 
police officers/Politicians in Guntur and Prakasham Districts. In fact the 
deceased 1 viz Sunil who is an expert in blasting land/directional mines using 
wireless technology and the other deceased Sruthi alongwith the Military 
Platoon committed two murders on 24.11.2005 at Venkata reddy palli and R. 
Ummadivaram villages of Pullalacheruvu Mandl which is subject matter of Cr. 
No. 41/2005 of Pullalacheruvu PS u/s 148, 435, 326, 307, 302 r/w 149 sec 25, 
27 IA act and Sec 8 APPS act in which Sri Bogireddy Venkateswara reddy was 
killed and Cr. No. 42/2005 of Pullalacheruvu PS u/s 148, 435, 302 r/w 149 sec 
25, 27 IA act and Sec 8 APPS act in which Sri Kunduru Veerareddy was killed. 
The same squad also burnt 2 buses on 2.12.2005 on the Yerragondapalem - 
Macherla highway and terrorized the bus passengers which is a subject matter 
of crime No. 44/05 of Pullalacheruvu PS. After the cessation of fire, the 
following recoveries were made from the encounter site : a) SLR Rifles —2, b) 
Rocket and their Launchers - 5, c) Land Mines - 3, d) Directional Mines - 2, 
e) Hand Grenades - 3, f) Kit Bags - 5, g) SLR spear Magazines - 4, h) 7.62 
Ammunition - 60, I) Electronic Multimeter - 1, j) Wireless Scanner sets - 2, 
k) Electrical Detonators - 20, 1) Extremist Literature - 20. Shri A.V. 

Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, 
ARPC exhibited highest degree of Valor, determination and application of 
mind. This dauntless and gallant action of Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri 
R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. Venkateswarlu, ARPC shattered the Maoist 
myth the Nallamala Guerilla Zone is impregnable and the Maoists are invincible 
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in the Nallamala’s rugged terrain. This exchange of fire has averted a major 
catastrophe as the Maoists were conspiring to attack Police Station in Guntur 
District. More importantly this whole operation was carried out by the District 
Special Party and the success was due to gallant action and quick thinking by 
Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. 
Venkateswarlu, ARPC . In the annals of anti - naxal operation in Nallamala, 
this Exchange of fire is the only case wherein two Divisional Committee 
Maoists were killed in an operations exclusively done by District Special Party. 
The Hill on which the exchange of fire took place is of 344 meters height and 
with a slope of 60 degrees. The hill is also filled with lots of thick grass in 
which small boulders are hidden thus making the task of climbing the hill under 
normal circumstances itself very dangerous as one is prone to slip very easily. 
Shri A.V. Ranganath, Addl.SP, Shri R. Ram Babu, RSI and Shri A. 
Venkateswarlu, ARPC however took the risk- and climbed up the hill and when 
their positions were exposed and subjected to directional mine blast, they 
gallantly stood up and took the enemy on, ultimately killing the important 
leaders while others lied. 

In this encounter S/Shri A.V.Ranganath, Additional Superintendent of 
Police, R. Ram Babu, Reserve Sub Inspector and A. Venkateswarlu, Armed 
Reserve Police Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded! 


On reliable information about movement of Maoists in the medipalli 
Forest areas in Sirpur Mandal one Greyhounds team consisting of 2 AACs 
(RSIs), one Cadet RSI and 9 other personnel including M. Rajesh, Constable 
was sent for combing the area along with the nominee — 1 Civil SI Sri 
G.Narender (presently Inspr.) and a guide PC. This team of 17 members left on 
the night of 18-11-2005 and got dropped on the outskirt of Mannemgudem (v) 
of Sirpur Rural PS limits of Adilabad District. They kept checking with the 
base camp and came to know that a special party of the local police had an 
exchange of fire on 21-11-2005. Accordingly they modified their programme 
and started checking all likely camping places. One of the Junior Commando 
(PC) detected an old camp site and a dump with medical and electrical iiems on 
20-11-2005. With this inspiration they continued checking the nalas as well as 
hill tops upto 21 st Nov. 2005 morning. Since the given task was completed the 
unit stated their return journey to the pick up point. Yet they were alert and 
continued to check all the likely places enroute. While on movement. M. 
Rajesh, Constable who was the guide noticed three persons in civil dress 
carrying weapons. He immediately alerted the AAC (RSI), leader of the team 
who in turn alerted the rest of the team members including nominee-1. The 
entire team was divided into the parties. The team leader AAC (RSI) SI Sri 
G.Narender and M. Rajesh, Constable were in the party-1 which advanced 
towards the Maoists and cautioned them to surrender. The Maoists opened fire 
which was effectively returned by the first party in which one of the Maoist fell 
down and two others ran away. Party-1 started chasing them. When the injured 
Maoist who fell down continued to fire at the Police party with his.303 rifle. 
team-2 which was covering for team-1 opened fire and brought him down. 
Meanwhile team-1 which was chasing the fleeing Maoists was fired upon 
heavily by one of the fleeing Maoists, later identified as District c ° mm i ltee 
Secretary (DCS) Suryam, with burst fire from his AK-47. G.Narender,SI and . . 
Rajesh, Constable along with party-1 members stood their ground even withou 
cover and neutralized him. All the three parties continued their chase for the 3 
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Maoist. M.Rajesh, Constable who has ahead of others stumbled on a fallen tree 
trunk which was invisible in the knee deep grass and under growth, fell down 
and was injured. By the time the others could catch up the 3 rd Maoist made 
good his escape. In this exchange of fire which took place while the unit was on 
return journey G.Narender,SI and M. Rajesh, Constable displayed rare courage 
and dedication to duty in chasing and bringing down the District Committee 
Secretary of the West Division, Karimnagar and Central Organiser of Ahiri 
Dalam, Gadchiroli of Maharashtra leading to recovery of AK 47, one .303 Rifle 
and one 9 mm Pistol in addition to cash of Rs.31,700/- and ammunition, cell 
phones etc. The exchange of fire coming on the heels one on the earlier day 
sounded the death knell for the Maoist activities in the area. The neutralization 
of the District Committee Secretary in particular boosted the confidence and 
morale of the public and the police and has drawn the curtains on the activities 
of Maoists in that area. 


In this encounter S/Shri Gopati Narender, Sub Inspector and M. Rajesh, 
Junior Commando displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

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Statement of service for which the decoration has been awar ded: 

The Supt. of Police, Kadapa received information on 25-04-2006 about 
the movement of Maoists around Puttangi Madugu area. It was believed that a 
training camp was going on in and around a water point near Puttangi Madugu. 
The Supdt. Of Police, Kadapa briefed the Greyhounds unit personnel at the base 
camp on 25-04-2006. Sri. T.V. Satyanarayana, SI also joined the Greyhounds 
unit personnel as the local officer with knowledge of the terrain. The unit 
personnel including S/Shri P.V.Trinath, D. Surendra Babu and 
T V Satyanarayana left the base and were dropped on the outskirts o 
Savikadipally village at 2330 hrs (Map 57 N/4). The police team combed the 
forest area thoroughly for the next two days but could not get any trace ot 
extremists. The terrain was very trying with high hillocks and thick thorny 
bushes. Lot of undergrowth and stones made movement very difficult in the 
forest. On the 3 rd day of combing i.e. on 28-04-2006, when the unit reached 
Evvalikanavagu (a nala) near Pulusuguntalu, they heard a sound and suspected 
that the extremists could be camping in the area. The Police party which was 
moving from North to South decided to check the suspected area thoroughly by 
dividing the unit into two teams, one of which was led by the nominee Shri 
P.V.Trinath. and . D. Surendra Babu was within the team of Shri P.V.Trinath. 
T V Satyanarayana was in the other team with another AAC (RSI) o 
Greyhounds. The team with Shri T.V.Satyanarayana moved in the nala from 
North to South while the team led by Shri P.V.Trinath. and . D. Surendra Babu 
branched off towards east to comb the suspected area. Having checked the hill 
feature on the east, S/Shri P.V.Trinath and . D. Surendra Babu moved south 
wards and came to an area which was thickly vegetated unlike the rest of the 
terrain all round. Here Shri P.V.Trinath split his team into two parties. The party 
led by nominee 2, SC-2839 moved ahead and covered the area on the south 
while the party led by Shri P.V.Trinath was covering from south east. Mean 
while, the team led by T.V.Satyanarayana found some wrappings of gelatin 
sticks and some remnants of cooked rice in the nala. His party alerted other 
parties through VHF. Simultaneously, the party led by Shri P.V.Trinath which 
was entering the thickly bush area heard a few sounds from the bushy area, ne 
of the Junior Commandos (PC) who was moving slightly ahead as the scout 
sighted an extremist who was performing sentry duties for the Maoist camp. By 
the time he could alert other members of the Police party, the extremist who was 
performing sentry duty also noticed the scout and opened fire, Shri P.V=rmaL 
alerted other Police personnel about the location of extremists and directed 
them to cover all the escape routes. He also warned the extremists to surrender, 
but they continued firing. The team lead by Shri P.V.Trinath launched the 
assault from South East direction while nominee 2 and another constable /-.nit 
Kumar moved ahead from south and south west braving the bullets ot 
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extremists without caring for their lives. S/Shri P.V.Trinath and . D. Surendra 
Babu came face to face with extremists who were firing from a very close range 
of almost 30 feet. They had no cover to protect them. Realising that they were 
surrounded by Police party. The Maoists opened fire indiscriminately with 
SLRs and other rifles. Still S/Shri P.V.Trinath and D. Surendra Babu charged 
forward with the support of their team members causing confusion in enemy 
ranks. As a result of their courageous charge, 4 hard core extremists including 
the DCM Kadapa were killed. Sensing that they were being cornered from east, 
south and west the extremists tried to escape from the north running into the 
naia. However, they had to face the other police party led by Shri 
T.V.Satyanarayan and another Greyhounds AAC/RSI. Shri T.V. 
Satyanarayana,Sl and other members held their ground and tried to cut off the 
escape route of Maoists, who tried to escape by firing indiscriminately at the 
police party in an effort to breach the police cordon. Shri T.V. Satyanarayana,SI 
and others had hardly any cover in the nala. Yet they repulsed the attack of the 
extremists. 3 extremists died on the spot in this daring assault and others tried to 
escape through the west. The area on the West was already covered by Shri D. 
Surendra Babu with his colleagues. Though they were in the open and the 
Maoists took cover behind the temporary morchas built by them with stones, 
Shri D. Surendra Babu and his team faced the extremists bravely without a 
second thought about the risk to their lives. The two Maoists were making one 
last ditch effort to escape by firing from their rifles. Shri D. Surendra Babu and 
his team braved their bullets and brought them down. Thus, a total of 9 
hardcore extremists were killed in this Exchange of Fire. 10 fire arms including 
- 2 SLRs, one .303 Riffle, one 8mm rifle, one stengun were recovered. This 
was a major setback to Maoists in Rayalseema division area which they used till 
then as a safe haven for conducting camps and carrying out their anti national 
activities. This operation has dealt a death blow to the morale of the Moaists in 
Rayalaseema Division to which they were fleeing after being pushed out of the 
Nallamala forest Division. This could be achieved due to the courage, 
determination, leadership and commitment shown by Nominees S/Shri 
P.V.Trinath, AAC/RSI, D. Surendra Babu, Senior Commando and 
T.V.Satyanarayana, SI inspite of grave and imminent risk to their lives. 

In this encounter S/Shri P.V.Trinath, Assistant Assault Commander/ 
Reserve Sub Inspector, D. Surendra Babu, Senior Commando and 
T.V.Satyanarayana, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 21-7-2006 Shri Kalidas V.R. Leila, SP, SIB received information through 
his sources about the movement of a group of CPI ML Maoists in the forest area 
near Yerragondapalem P.S. limits of Prakasam District. He sat with the officers 
of District Police and Greyhounds and planned operation in that inhospitable 
interior forest area. 6 Greyhounds units were deployed as assault units for 
combing the area with 5 district teams covering the likely escape routes as cut 
off teams. All the combing parties and cut off parties were deployed on 21-7- 
2006 night. Shri. Kalidas V.R. Leila, Supdt of Police, Special Intelligence 
Branch, Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC 2910, Shri Ch. Subbarao, JC 5978 and Shri 
Shaikshavali, JC 5792 of Greyhounds were members of one of the combing 
parties. The Greyhounds teams traversed 18 Kms as the crow flies from the 
dropping point in very inhospitable and difficult terrain with very few water 
points, crossing deep nalas and steep hillocks to reach the core area. Each had a 
defined area and the team with the nominees was combing the Southern most 
part of the suspected area. On 23-07-06 at about 1000 hrs when the Greyhounds 
team with the nominees reached the top of a hillock they noticed a group of 
armed Maoists in olive green dress. Simultaneously, the Maoists also noticed 
the police party and started firing with automatic weapons like AK-47, Sten gun 
and .303 Rifles. The police party did not have any cover since they chanced 
upon the Maoists camp all of a sudden. Shri Kalidas V.R. Leila, SP and Shri 
Shaikshavali, HC who were leading the party and were very close to the Maoist 
group faced the bullets first. Undaunted they retaliated the Maoists fire. The 
sentry lady Maoist fell to their bullets. The rest of the Police party got alerted 
and performed immediate action drill to cover the escape routes of the Maoists. 
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The initial charge of Shri Kalidas. V.R. Leila and Shri Shaikshavali, HC 
unnerved the Maoists who took to heels. While some ran southwards, others 
ran towards the nala in the east at the foot of the hillock. One team of 4 
commandos chased those who were running towards the south. 4 more team 
members also tried to cover the Maoists who were firing while fleeing towards 
the South. They could bring down one Maoists on the South and two more 
when they changed direction and ran towards the nala on the East. Meanwhile 
the remaining police party tried to cover the rest of the maoists by jumping into 
the nala. Only Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC and Shri Ch. Subbarao, HC could 
successfully jump and cross the nala which was running from west to east and 
then ran round the hillock to cover the escape route on the East. Others could 
not keep pace with them and they returned to cover the maoists from the top of 
the hill feature. Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC and Shri Ch. Subbarao, JC ran 
around the hillock in the nala and reached the spot where nala was running 
from north to south to the east of hillock. By this time the maoists who were 
firing indiscriminately descended the steep slope and reached the nala at the 
foot of the hillock. However, Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC and Shri Ch. 
Subbarao, JC cut off their exit. The State Committee Secretary (SCS) was trying 
to escape from that side with his protection squad surrounding him. Since their 
retreat was effectively cut off they got jittery. In this entire melee the police 
party which could not get into the nala started climbing down the hillock tracing 
the foot steps of the fleeing Maoists. The SCS and his team were boxed 
between the 3 police parties, Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC and Shri Ch. Subbarao, 
JC on one side, one Police party of 8 members with Shri Shaikshavali on one 
side and the remaining police team covering them from the top from the 
direction in which the Maoists escaped towards the nala. Two more Maoists 
who were trying to run into the nala from the south while firing at the police 
party consisting of Shri Shaikshavali and his colleagues fell to police bullets. 
The State Committee Secretary, Madhav and his protection squad members 
were still proceeding towards the nala firing from AK-47 and other rifles in 
their bid to escape and came face to face with Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC and 
Shri Ch. Subbarao, JC who had no cover what so ever. Shri K. Appala Swamy, 
JC stepped forward in spite of the odds against the burst fire from AK 47 of 
SCS and opened fire risking his life. The State Committee Secretary fell to the 
spirited and daring response from Shri K. Appala Swamy, JC-2910. Meanwhile 
Shri Ch. Subbarao blocked the escape route of the other Maoists who was 
desperately firing in a last ditch effort to reach the nala which was only a few 
feet away and which promised the escape route from the police cordon. Shri Ch. 
Subbarao, JC stood his ground though there was no shelter and returned the fire 
bringing down the 8 th Maoist member who was hardly 20 feet away from him. 
In this operation eight Maoists including the State Committee Secretary, 2 Area 
committee members, 1 Military platoon member and 4 Dalam members died 
leading to recovery of one AK-47, five .303 rifles, two 9MM pistols, one 
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DBBL five grenades, one SLR magazine, many VHF sets and scanners and 
other items including cash Rs: 2,34,000/-. The State Committee Secretary was 
responsible for unleashing meaningless violence in the AP State Committee 
area. This incident gave a stunning blow to the Maoist from which they could 
not recover. They could not muster enough strength even to plan retaliatory 
action for a long time. Shri Kalidas V.R. Leila who generated the information 
played a key role in the entire operation participating in the exchange of tire 
with alacrity and guiding the police party throughout the operation. Shri K. 
Appala Swamy, JC and Shri Ch. Subbarao, JC played a conspicuous role with 
their daring initiative to jump into the nala and cut off the exit for the Maois s 
even when there was no protection to them from the enemy fire. The courage 
that they displayed, the speed and determination with which they moved to run 
round the hillock in the nala to cut off the exit routes, the devotion to duty and 
the strong will to succeed is a shining example for others to emulate, bn 
Shaikshavali brought down the first sentry Maoist, opened fire on them with 
his daring assault, continued the assault chasing the Maoists who were firing 
indiscriminately and actively participated with other team members in bringing 
them down. The bravery, determination, sense of purpose and consummate 
skill, displayed by Shri Kalidas V.R. Leila, SP, Shri K. Appala Swamy JC Shn 
Ch. Subbarao, JC and Shri Shaikshavali, JC brought laurels to the AP Police 
while dealing a death blow to the morale of the Maoists. 

In this encounter S/Shri Killo Appala Swamy, Head Constable and 
Chodey Subba Rao, Head Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service f or which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 26.12.2006 Dr T. Prabhakar Rao, SP S/Shri A. V Ranga, Reserve 
Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable secured specific information 
that top Maoists of Andhra Orissa Border Special Zonal Committee (AOBSZC) 
were holding a meeting or. the Sapparla Kothuru Hillocks amidst thick forest 
near Jamparlova in between Sapperla and Panasapally Villages on the border of 
Sileru and G.K.Veedhi Police station limits. Dr. T. Prabhakar Rao, SP, S/Shri 
A. V Ranga, Reserve Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable who 
were camping in Sileru, on the instructions of DIG,SIB shared the inputs with 
the SP Vishakapatnam and organised combing of the suspected camping site of 
Maoists. On 26.12.2006 evening four District Special Parties were deployed to 
comb the suspected area. First party was assigned the task of combing the area 
surrounding the villages Lankapakalu, Panasapally, Degalapalem etc. Second 
party led by Dr T Prabhakar Rao, SP along with S/Shri A. V Ranga, Reserve 
Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable and Yernagula Krishna 
Kishore RSI incharge of one District Special Party proceeded to the Sapparla 
Kothuru Konda Hillocks, as there was no sufficient time to wait for the arrival 
ol Grey Hounds. Third party covered Sapparla, Akaluru, Ammavari 
Dharakonda etc. and the Fourth party covered Lankalapally, 
Thummalamamidi, Bagadkonda villages. 

On 27.12.06, by 1920hrs, the first party which was combing in the forest near 
Panasapally village came under intense fire by a patrolling team of the Maoists. 
On receiving the information of firing, Dr T. Prabhakar Rao, alerted the special 
party led by him and took extra precautions to prevent escape of the top Maoists 
camping near Jamparlova. Dr T Prabhakar Rao divided the entire 
team into three groups. Dr i HraDUaKar Kao led me mam assault group, S/Shri 
A. V Ranga, Reserve Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable led the 
second assault group and the RSI Krishna Kishore was kept incharge of the cut 
off party on the possible escape route of Maoists from the camping site. Dr T. 
Prabhakar Rao gave signal for advancement of the assault parties leaving no 
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scope for the Maoists to escape. As the assault parties approached the camp site 
of extremists by crawling, the sentry who smelled the advancing police party 
alerted the extremists in the camp by shouting “police” and simultaneously 
opened rapid fire on the police party. The extremists numbering about 15 who 
were on a dominant location immediately opened indiscriminate fire in all 
directions with automatic weapons and simultaneously hurled grenades. Dr T. 
Prabhakar Rao, SP warning the extremists to stop fire and surrender to police, 
ordered the assault parties to move forward towards extremist camp taking 
available cover. As the extremists continued heavy firing from AK-47, SLRs, 
and other auto weapons with intention to kill the police, Dr T. Prabhakar Rao, 
SP ordered the party to reply fire of extremists in self defence and also alerted 
the cut off party to seal the escape route. Dr T Prabhakar Rao, SP , S/Shri A. V 
Ranga, Reserve Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable unmindful of 
grave risk to their lives advanced close to the camp site by opening fire. Some 
of the extremists taking cover of the big trees and boulders managed to escape 
by blasting claymore mines, while the other cadre engaged police by incessant 
fire from the camp place. Dr. T Prabhakar Rao, SP, S/Shri A. V Ranga, Reserve 
Sub-Inspector and M. Surender Reddy, Constable bravely faced the extremists 
and through a controlled fire neutralized the firing of extremists. The firing from 
extremists continued till 2135hrs. The police party after seizure of fire from 
extremists, searched the scene and found dead bodies of one male and one 
female extremist at the camp site. The deceased were identified as Wadkapur 
Chandramouli, Central Committee member also a member of the Central 
Military Commission (CMC) and Karuna @ Kavitha @ Vijaya, a District 
Committee Member of East Division of AOBSZC. The following recoveries 
were made from the site of the encounter:-

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 04.03.2007 morning acting on a secret information that a group of 8/9 
AANLA extremists were taking shelter in betanipathar village under Sarupathar 
P.S. Shri Rana Bhuyan, APS, Superintendent of Police, Golaghat directed Shri 
Kamal Kr. Gupta, APS, SDPO, Sarupathar to conduct search operation in the 
area with necessary briefing accordingly. On the same day at about 0940 hrs. 
SDPO, Sarupathar alongwith S.l. Ruhindra Nath Changmai, O/C Sarupathar 
P.S., S.l. Naba Kr. Borah ( O/C Borpathar P.S.) and accompanying 9 th AP 
Bn/3 rd AP Bn personnel proceeded to Betanipathar village to launch the 
operation at about 10.30 A.M. While they were approaching the house of Shri 
Koka Orang of that village, suspected AANLA militants laid an ambush and 
started firing indiscriminately on the police party from near the house. The 
Police party took position and retaliated by firing towards the militants for self 
defence. Shri Kamal Kr. Gupta, SDPO, Sarupathar alongwith S.l. Ruhindra 
Nath Changmai ( O/C Sarupathar PS) S.l. Naba Kr. Borah, O/C Barpathar PS, 
C/220 Dhiraj Choudhury, 9 th AP Bn and C! 267 Soda Tisso, 3 rd APBN, Started 
advancing towards the militants in the face of heavy fire. They fought a close 
combat with the militants risking their lives. While the exchange of fire was 
continuing the militants started retreating towards the nearby jungle area on the 
eastern side by firing intermittently towards the police party. The five member 

team under the leadership of SDPO. Sarupathar braved their lives and started 
purstung them. A fierce encounter took place between the SDPO led police 
team and the fleeing militants and it lasted for 25/30 minutes. When the firing, 
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stopped, the P.O. was searched and 2 (two) bullet ridden dead bodies of 
unidentified militants were found. Another 2 militants who concealed 
themselves under hyacinth in a nearby pond were also apprehended. A massive 
search operation was carried out in areas adjoining the P.O. to nab the other 5 
militants, but they managed to escape. Later on , the dead AANLA militants 
were identified by the apprehended cadre as (1) George Ekka, Group leader of 
Karbi-Anglong and (2) Joseph Munda of Karbi-Anglong. The two apprehended 
cadres were (1) Joseph Kujur, S/O Mungra Kujur of Madhapur, P.S Barpeta and 
(2) James Kerketa, S/O Lt. Joseph Kherketa of Chakihola No. 2. PS Bokajan 
Karbi-Anglong. During search of the P.O. and the dead bodies of slain militants 
1 (one) M-21 Rifle with magazine, 1 (one) M-16 Rifle with magazine, 3 (three) 
no. of live Chinese grenade, 4 (four) nos of Rocket launcher, 22(twenty two) 
nos. of live ammunition, 9 (nine) pairs of Army fatigue dress, 3 (three) pairs of 
hunting shoe and 3 (three) numbers of Haversack containing huge quantity of 
incriminating documents of AANLA organization/Medicines/Mobile charger 
etc were recovered and seized. In this connection, Sarupathar PS registered a 
case vide case No. 20/07 U/S 120(B)/353/307 IPC R/W Sec. 25(l)(A)/27 Arms 
Act and 3 A ES Act. Shri Kamal Kr. Gupta, APS , fired 46 ( forty six) rds. 
from AK-47 Rifle, S.L Ruhindra Nath Changmai fired 10 (ten) rds from his 9 
mm pistol, S.L Naba Kr. Borah fired 82 ( eighty two) rds from AK-47 Rifle, 
Constable Dhiraj Choudhury fired 30 ( Thirty) rds from AK-47 Rifle and 
Constable Soda Tisso fired 26(twenty six) rds from his SLR in the encounter. 

In this encounter S/'Shri Kamal Kumar Gupta, Sub Divisional Police 
Officer, Ruhindra Nath Changmai, Sub Inspector, Naba Kumar Borah, Sub 
Inspector, Dhiraj Choudhury, Constable and Soda Tisso, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to.duty of a high order.

On 03.11.2006 at around 0500 hrs. acting on a secret information 
indicating presence of 8/10 heavily armed ULFA militants in a makeshift camp 
in the paddy field of Hunghungia village under Moran P.S. Shri Ashim 
Swargiary, APS, Addl. S.P. (Hqrs), Dibrugarh alongwith the Shri Bir Bikram 
Gogoi, APS, Addl. S.P.(B) Dibrugarh, Shri Biraj Mohan Borooah, APS, Dy. 
S.P. (HQ), Dibrugarh, the 21/C 165 Bn CRPF and other Assam Police and 
CRPF personnel launched a three pronged cordon and search operation in 
Hunghungia village for apprehension of the ULFA militants who had been 


camping there for launching attacks on security forces and extorting money 
from the public. While the operation was in progress, the police & CRPF party 
came under sudden and heavy automatic fire from the ULFA militants holed up 
in the makeshift camp. The Police & CRPF army returned the fire and a fierce 


encounter ensued, un the western flank the police party came under heavy fire 
from a Universal Machine Gun, which was fired by an ULFA militant from a 
makeshift bunker located on an earthen mound near the camp. As a result, the 
police party on this flank who had no cover or protection in the freshly 
harvested portion of the paddy field, was completely pinned down by the 
machine gun fire which was fast closing into them with increasing accuracy 
thereby jeopardizing the lives of several policemen who had to watch helplessly 
as the machine gun fire inched towards them. At this point, paying scant regard 
t° their own personal safety, Shri Ashim Swargiary, APS, Addl. S.P. (Hqrs), 
Dibrugarh, Shri Bir Bikram Gogoi, APS, Addl. S.P.(B) Dibrugarh and Shri 
Biraj Mohan Borooah, APS, Dy. S.P. (HQ), Dibrugarh stood up, fixed the 
baynet on their service AK-47 Assault Rifle and fired continuously with it from 
the hip position, and charged towards the machine gun bunker running all the 
while. Unable to bear the ferocity of the three officers who had charge, the 
ULFA militants with the IJMG and comrades fled the position. Thereby the 
machine gun was silenced and Hie lives ox several policemen were saved from 
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certain massacre, Shri Ashim Swargiary, APS, Addl. S.P. (HQrs) and his 
accompanying Police & CRPF personnel could go ahead further with the 
operation which culminated successfully with the killing of three hardcore 
ULFA militants including 1) SS SGT. Major Charan Majhi 2) SS Corporal Jitul 
Phukan and 3) one unidentified militant and the recovery of huge quantity of 
arms, ammunitions and explosives. 

In this encounter S/Shri Ashim Swargiary, Additional Superintendent of 
Police, Bir Bikram Gogoi, Additional Superintendent of Police and Biraj 
Mohan Borooah, Deputy Superintendent of Police displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 8 th August, 2006 based on a secret information about possible shelter 
and movement of KLNLF ( Karbi Longri N.C. Hills Liberation Front- An 
underground extremist organization) cadres in and around Tongklok area a 
search operation was conducted under the Command of Shri Montu Thakuria, 
APS, Dy. SP, Commando Bn. Accompanied by SI Jayanta Kalita and other 
Commando personnel in that area falling under Howraghat P.S. of Karbi 
Anglong Dist. from 9 AM in Civil dress. The Police team was moving on foot, 
in civil dress acting as insurgents since movement in uniform invites attention 
by informers of the insurgents who alert them at their hideout foiling the 
attempts of security agencies. After search of Metikhole village, the police team 
had entered the Hari Chandra English village and commenced search of house 
located on either side of the village by-lane. During search at about 0950 hrs., as 
SI jayanta Kalita alongwith C/199 Ali Md, Talukdar followed by Dy. SP Shri 
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Montu Thakuria and C/349 Numal Roy entered the gate of the house of one Shri 
Kaniya Bey, when they suddenly confronted with 3 armed militants of KNLF 
sitting in courtyard, who fired with sophisticated arms at SI Jayanta Kalita and 
started to run away towards near by paddy behind the house. Immediately the 
recommendee, with his sheer courage chased them and fired at them, the 
personnel accompanying him unable to fire since recommendee was in front of 
them in the narrow entry lane to courtyard. The recommendee was unaware of 
the fact that the fourth extremist was hiding to the left of him in a shed and that 
extremist fired 4-5 rounds at SI Jayanta Kalita with his 9mm Pistol and the 
recommendee came under direct fire from this fourth extremists from a distance 
of merely 7-8 mtrs. Despite the fact that he was under direct line of fire, the 
recommendee exhibited raw courage and great presence of mind and reflex 
action and turned left and fired a burst at the extremist from his AK-47 Rifle, 
killing him on the spot. However in his minor loss of time, the other 3 militants 
managed to escape in the paddy field behind, although they were chased by the 
remaining staff who had gathered at the encounter site. From the spot, one 9 
mm pistol with 3 Rds. live ammunitions in magazine, was recovered and 3 
empty cases and 2 misfired ammns were also found and seized. The deceased 
was later identified as Sanjoy Terang, S/O Shri Den Terang, vill Rongkut 
Sobaikro Gaon, Loringthepi, PS- Howraghat, a senior ranking Sergeant Major 
of the KLNLF organization. This refers to Howraghat PS case No. 89/06 
registered on basis of FIR submitted by Dy. SP Montu Thakuria. 

In this encounter Shri Jayanta Kalita, Sub Inspector displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

While the terrorists were 
kept engaged by retaliating firing occasionally, Inspector Shabir Ahmad 
alongwith a few police personnel of Police Station Aishmuqam crawled from 
opposite direction and reached near the spot. Terrorist noticing the police 
personnel coming from opposite direction fired upon them. Inspector Shabir 
Ahmed showing presence of mind and acumen retaliated the fire which resulted 
in killing of two foreign dreaded terrorists of “A” and “B” category namely Abu 
Maz @ Muzamil R/o Pakistan (Operational Commander LeT) and Abu Qasim 
R/'O Pakistan (District Commander LeT), besides recovery of arms and 
ammunition. The neutralization of these dreaded terrorists was a big blow to 
LeT outfit and the dreaded terrorists were active since long and were involved 
in number of killings/ IED blasts/ grenade throwings/ extortions/ atrocities on 
civilians/ recruitment/ motivator etc. Case FIR No.65/2006 U/s 7//25 A. Act 
has been registered in P/S Aishmuqam. In-this operation Inspector Shabir 
Ahmed No. 4040/NGO, Constable Gh.

injuries.

the house and eliminated two dreaded terrorists of HuM outfit who were later

On 24.01.2006, at about 1600 hrs, on receipt of reliable information 
regarding the presence of some dreaded terrorists in Dholkian area (near Jhandi 
Ziarat) of PP Pouni, about 15 KM away from Police Post Pouni, an operation 
was planned and launched by SI Jasbir Singh, I/C PP Pouni and SI Chain Singh 
I/C Ops. Group Pouni in coordination with Army (54 RR). Two ambushes were 
laid on the suspected route of the terrorists. One ambush party was headed by 
SI Jasbir Singh, I/C PP Pouni along with SI Chain Singh I/C Ops. Group Pouni 
and other ambush party was laid by the Army. At about 1930 hrs, some 
suspected movement was noticed by SI Jasbir Singh & SI Chain Singh, heading 
1 st ambush party. SI Jasbir Singh then challenged them to halt and prove their 
identity. But instead they started indiscriminate firing over the operational party 
with the intention to kill them. SI Jasbir Singh and SI Chain Singh along with 
others swung into action and retaliated the fire. A fierce gun battle took place 
between the terrorists and the ambush party. After identifying the direction 
from where the terrorists were firing, SI Jasbir Singh divided his ambush party 
into two groups first group headed by himself and second group headed by SI 
Chain Singh and further directed the first group to zero in the cordon and 
second group to give continuous covering fire. The terrorists who were still 
firing indiscriminately lobed grenade over the operational party. SI Jasbir Singh, 
SI Chain Singh and other members of their groups had a narrow escape. Then 
SI Jasbir Singh in close coordination with SI Chain Singh bravely came close to 
the terrorists, without caring for their lives and shot dead one hardcore foreign 
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terrorist whose identity was later on established as Abdul Gaffar Code Abu 
Hamza R/O Deragajikhan, Balochistan, Pakistan a District Commander of 
LET. Meanwhile the other injured terrorist who jumped towards the other 
ambush party of Army, was chased and shot dead there, whose identity was 
later on established as Shabir Ahmed S/O Ghulam Hussain R/O Karrag Tehsil 
Kotranka Distt, Rajouri. Both the ambush parties remained at the site of 
encounter till morning and at first light thorough search of the area was carried 
out.

Dy.SP Randeep Kumar alongwith SI Bushan 
Singh Manhas, devised a strategy and asked the troops to keep the terrorist 
engaged from one side. Showing courage and operational expertise both the 
officers entered the maize field from other side and shot the terrorist dead. The

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 18/05/2005 evening the O/C Nimiyaghat P.S.SI Parmod Pandey got 
the information from his higher formations that a meeting of banned armed 
leftist M.C.C.I.Outfits was expected in the night of 18/19-05-2005 in the 
adjoining forest near village Chandankurba under Nimiyaghat P.S. Soon, after 
making an entry No.370 dtd. 18/05/2005 in Station Diary, he discussed the 
matter with Sri Arun Kumar Singh, Addl. SP. Giridih. Arun Kumar Singh, 
Addl. SP Giridih, after discussing the initial plan with the O/C, came to 
Nimiyaghat in the night itself and chalked out a detailed plan meticulously to 
nab the extremists. He formed two groups of the police personnel and decided 
to surround the village from Northern and Southern sides respectively. The first 
police party i.e. Team No.-l was led by Arun Kumar Singh, Add! SP Giridih, 
with SI Pramod Pandey, SI Sunil Kumar Chaudhri of Nimiyaghat P.S. and SI 
R.K.Dwivedi of Dumri P.S. alongwith constable, 137 Sanjay Kumar, Hav, 
Ramdeo Pingua, C/1027 Shravan Kumar, C/1012 Arjun Prajapati, C/1022 Ram 
Saran Sao. C/112 Umesh Kumar Paswan, C/379 Matin Ansari, Sri 
H.K.Bagassi, A.C., CRPF alongwith his CRPF personnel. This team was to go 
through village Naglo, Pargo, Tilaiya, to Chandnkurba, a distance of 
approximately 11 K.M.on foot. This was the attacking team. The second police 
party i.e. Team No.-2 was comprising of SI Nanha Topno, O/C Pirtand P.S., 
AS I Srikant Singh of Nimiyghat P.S., Inspector Prem Gurung of J.A.P.-l 
alongwith two platoons of JAP-1, STF. In case of any encounter this team had 
to lay out an ambush in the forest near village Makan, the way of the possible 
retreat of the extremists. This was the defence team. Both teams started at 
about 0300 hrs for their destination. After travelling nearly two hours on foot 
and covering nearly 08 K.M. cross country and through forest roads the Team 
No.-l led by the Addl.SP near Pargo-Tilaiya School, spotted some 12-13 
persons from a distance of nearly 01 K.M. Among them 3-4 persons were seen 
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in olive green uniform and all were travelling cross country in the 
comparatively thin forest area. Soon the binoculars were used and it was 
ascertained that they were M.C.C.I. outfits. Obviously 3-4 persons could be 
identified in olive green uniform and all of them were carrying long firearms. 
The able command of the Addl.SP motivated the police party to lay a long size 
of the extremists. The Addl. SP immediately decided to form three groups of 
the police party to lay that long size. One group was led by the Addl.SP himself 
and SI Pramod Pandey, alongwith Havildar Ramdeo Pingua, Constable Sanjay 
Kumar, Shravan Kumar, Arjun Praja Pati, Ram Charan Sao, Umesh Kumar 
Paswan and Matin Ansari. Another group was led by Shri H.K.Bagassi, Asstt. 
Comdt, CRPF and his CRPF personnel. Third small group was led by SI Sunil 
Kumar Chaudhary and SI R.K.Dwivedi and few constables. All the three 
groups immediately followed the extremists from different directions. Soon, 
after being chased, the extremists also visualized the situation and began to open 
fire on the police party. Now there was no scope for confusion. The Addl.SP 
also ordered to open fire and continued chasing them. All the three chasing 
police parties were in contact with each other on R.T.set. The extremists were 
taking the advantage of the bushy forest and rocks to protect themselves. The 
police party, led by the Addl.SP moved in an extended line towards the hillock 
and could see an extremist in olive green uniform opening fire behind a rock 
from a small hillock. The extremist had the advantage of the height and the 
bushy forest and was undoubtedly in a better secure position whereas the police 
party was in the open field without sufficient cover. The Addl SP showed real 
leadership and extraordinary courage and without caring for his own life 
continued advancing with SI Pramod Pandey and C/379 Matin Ansary and laid 
a siize behind that hillock from some distance. He came under heavy fire from 
the extremist as soon as he reached near the hillock. He motivated his party by 
personally leading the charge on the hillock. That extremist, after sensing it, 
changed his direction of fire and soon a bullet passed beside the Addl. SP. The 
Addl SP with only one officer and one constable, without caring for their lives, 
continued firing. C/379 Matin Ansari, after a while, confirmed that he had seen 
his bullet hitting that extremist. The firing, which was going on at intervals, 
stopped at 0615 hrs. After visiting the spot the team saw a dead body in olive 
green, profusely bleeding there. A regular .303 rifle No.63767 M having butt 
No.C.R.P.-2326 with 6 rounds in the magazine and 44 rounds in a pouch with 
charger and 7 empty rounds of .303 were found scattered beside the dead body. 
A khakhi colour haversack, with so many items and Rs.3.500/- cash which has 
been described in the seizure list, was also found. SI Pramod Pandey fired 05 
rounds from his service pistol and constable Matin Ansari fired 04 rounds from 
his rifle. By that time, the other team, led by the CRPF Asstt. Comdt, who, 
while chasing the extremists, had traveled nearly 1.5 KM away from that point, 
informed on R.T.Set that an extremist was also hit by his bullet somewhere in 
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the leg but he managed to escape. After visiting that place of occurrence, 
irregular fresh blood stains in nearly 100 Mts, long distance were found and it 
was extended upto a gorge. The blood stains were sufficient to prove that some 
of the extremists were injured. This courageous charge of the police party 
shattered the morale of the extremists. They began fleeing away towards the 
other side of the hillock. They were forced to leave the body of their dead 
comrade alongwith their weapons, cash, many bags and a number of other 
items. After taking stock of the whole encounter area, besides one regular .303 
rifle No.63767 M, 50 rounds live .303 cartridges, Rs. 10,080/- in cash, many 
video and audio naxal cassettes, naxal literature in huge quantity, four 
haversacks, medical kits, olive green and khakhi uniforms, several items were 
seized which have been described in the seizure list as a part of FIR. The 
encounter lasted for about 45 minutes and altogether 46 rounds from the police 
side and nearly 25-30 rounds from the extremists side were fired. This was 
possible because of the extraordinary valour, leadership, grit and determination 
of the Addl. SP and the very small party with him. He, without caring for his 
life, continued to advance and secured the success with the minimum use of 
force. An FIR No.34/2005 dt. 19/05/2005 u/s 149/353/307 IPC, 25 (1-b), 
a/26/27/35 Arms Act, 17/18 C.L.A. Act, 13 U.A.P. Act under Nimiyaghat 
P.S.has been registered. Subsequent investigation and supervision of the case 
by the SP, Giridih, on that very day, confirmed the conclusion. Blood stains 
were found at many places around the encounter side on the hillock. Names of 
at least 12-13 extremists, who were involved in the incident, have come into 
light in the primary investigation. The extremist killed has not been identified 
as yet, but on the basis of the tattoo on his right forearm, it appears that his 
name is “ESRAD KHANTU”. 

In this encounter Shri Matin Ansari, Constable displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


In the evening of 16.4.2007 an intelligence input was received that 
Rambabu Gadaria along with his gang members would come to kaner Jungle to 
meet his relatives and was likely to commit a carnage in the adjoining Dangra 
village. On receipt of this important input Shri Adarsh Katiyar DIG Gwalior and 
SP Shivpuri Shri Sajid Farid Shapoo reached Shivpuri at around 1200am in the 
night where they discussed the intricacies of the operation. The entire force was 
divided into five parties. Party No. 1 was led by 1G Gwalior with SI R.K.S. 
Gurjar, while party No. 2&3 were headed by DIG & SP respectively. Party No. 
1,2,&3 were main assault parties SO Bhonti Shri O.P. Tantwar led party 4 & 
Party 5 led by const. Pradeep were directed to act as cut off parties. All the five 
parties then moved on vehicles to village Ganguly. At Ganguly, the DIG and SP 
Shivpuri briefed all the parities by 0500am all the parties reached their 
respective ambush points. At about 0830 hrs party No. 1 led spotted three 
dacoits moving towards kaner kho. The dacoits were asked by party No. 1 to 
surrender, but no sooner did they notice the police movement; the dacoits 
opened a barrage of fire on the police party. Had it not been for the proper 
cover, the party No. 1 would have suffered causality. This party had a 
miraculous escape. At this moment party No. 2&3 was instructed to fire in self- 
defense. The dacoits began moving towards the left side of the trench; here 
party No. 2 led by Shri Adarsh Katiyar intercepted them. The dacoits started 
firing incessantly at party No. 2 led by DIG Shri Adarsh Katiyar & SI R.D. 
Mishra had a hairline escape but inspite of all this Shri Katiyar exhorted his men 
to fire at the dacoits. In the meanwhile party No. 3 led by SP Shivpuri tried to 
surround the dacoits from the right side but the latter being on a vant ^ e 

the movements & opened a volley of fire on party No. 3. The quick, skillful 


saw 
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and timely movements made by SP Shivpuri, Shri Shapoo & his team saved 
their lives and brought them back from the jaws of death. The retaliatory fire by 
party No. 3 made the dacoits to move towards the dense jungle of kaner hill. 
Seeing this IG Gwalior instructed his parties to move towards the hill. This was 
an extremely dangerous & disadvantageous position for the police parties 
because they were climbing the hill and dacoits were at a vantage position. But 
all the three party leaders showed exemplary grit, determination and true 
leadership qualities and started moving towards the hill. After about half an 
hour of searching, the police parties suddenly came under a barrage of fire. The 
three party commanders & their men threw themselves on the ground and 
started firing back. But the dacoits being on the higher ground were well 
entrenched and it became impossible for the police parties to move ahead. But 
without moving ahead it was not possible to, contain or neutralize the dacoits. 
The whole situation started sending nervous signals amongst the police 
personals. Seeing their men plunging into a darkness of low morale and self 
coniideuce, the party commanders knew that is was time for them to rise to the 
occasion and defeat the death. True leaders are those who turn an impossible 
into a possible and this was exactly what the party commanders did. The three 
party commander i.e. Shri Singh, Shri Katiyar, Shri Shapoo took the momentous 
decision and showing unparalled courage and rare bravery, they began moving 
ahead and retorted their men to advance. Seeing their leaders plunging into the 
face ol near of imminent death, a new vigor got infused into them ( Policemen}, 
they rallied behind their leaders. All three parties continuously fired at the 
dacoits and moved ahead. The whole scenario was turning in favour of Police. 
The parties stealthy moved ahead and were engaging the dacoits. At this 
juncture Shri R.K.S. Gurjar , SI of Party No. 1 exhibited unparalled courage and 
fearlessness in opening retaliatory fire in self defence. In the ensuing battle one 
dacoit got hit and he fell on the ground. The other two dacoit began 
withdrawing into the dense jungle and the police parties chased them. But the 
terrain and geographical knowledge of the area helped he fleeing dacoits and 
they disappeared into the dense jungle. After the firing stopped, on searching 
the hideout one dead body was found wearing a T- shirt and jeans pant. A .315 
bore mouser rifle with a .315 round in chamber was recovered near the body. 
The dead body had two bildoria wrapped around his waist which had 37 rounds 
of -315 bore. Another .315 bore rifle were recovered at a distance of 14 feet 
from the dead body. A black bag that contained the belongings of daily use 
along with empty cartridges was also recovered. The slain dacoit was identified 
as Kambabu Gadaria s/o Kunj Lai Gadria R/o Harsi, Gwalior, who was carrying 
a reward Rs. 5 lacs, declared by State Govt. 
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In this encounter S/Shri Adarsh Katiyar, Deputy Inspector General, Sajid 
Farid Shapoo, Superintendent of Police and Ramkishan Singh Gurjar, Sub 
Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On 17/10/2006 at 0800 hrs on 18/10/2006 at around 0811 hrs Shri 
Babasaheb Dnyandeo Adhav, Sub-Inspector received a telephonic message 
from Thane and Navi Mumbai Control Room that the gang of dacoit, armed 
with deadly weapons have entered in the budding premises of the Punjab and 
Maharashtra Co-operative Bank Ltd. Situated at Sector No.8, Airoli, in the 
jurisdiction of Rabale Police Station. Without wasting time and keeping 
presence of mind PSI Late Babasaheb Dnyandeo Adhav, who was Station 
House Officer, immediately rushed to the said bank alongwith Police Head 
Constable/1158 Karde in a Police vehicle at 0816 hrs. When they reached the 
gate of the said bank, they did not notice any suspicious activities out side the 
bankgate as it was early morning time. As soon as PSI late Babasaheb 
Dnyandeo Adhav and Head Constable Karde entered the bank, they had to 
grapple with the armed dacoits just behind the main door of the bank. Keeping 
presence of mind, PSI Late Babasaheb Dnyandeo Adhav tried to open fire 
through his service pistol, but unfortunately the dacoits suddenly and bruta..y 
attacked him. One of the dacoits shot at him by revolver due to which PSI 
Adhav got seriously injured. The dacoits later on made good their escape. The 
officer made supreme sacrifice on duty while grappling with dacoits at Punjab 
and Maharashtra Co-operative Bank, Airoli. Action taken by PSI ate 
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Babasaheb Dnyandeo Adhav is a rare example of bravery, devotion to duty and 
shows presence of mind due to which bank employees were saved and the 
dacoits ran away with empty hands and could not loot the bank.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 12.02.07, SP Imphal West received intelligence reports at about 11p.m. that 
a well armed group of about 15/20 strength of PREPAK cadres were lurking 
around Taothong village along the Imphal-Kangchup road with the objective of 
laying ambush on the polling and security personnel proceeding along this 
route. On receipt of the above information SP/Imphal West detailed a special 
commando team led by Shri Th. Krishnatombi Singh, Inspector and O/C 
Commando Unit, Imphal West and SI Ch. Anandkumar to clear the area and 
also provide protection to the polling parties and security personnel proceeding 
there. Thus, Shri Th. Krishnatombi and his party left District Headquarter, 
Imphal West in the night of 12.2.2007 for the said area. In the course of the 
mission, Inspector Th. Krishnatombi Singh and SI Ch. Anandkumar proceeded 
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up to the area of Taothong village. On nearing the area. Inspector Krishnatombi 
alerted his personnel to be extra-vigilant. Accordingly, SI Ch. Anandkumar 
Singh and some of the commando personnel positioned themselves on the 
western side of one Cinema hall while a few selected commando personnel 
under the command of Inspector Krishnatombi Singh conducted frisking/search 
operation on the main road. In the meantime, one white Maruti Gypsy, that too 
numberless, was noticed coming along the road at high speed from the western 
side. Though taken by momentary surprise at the appearance of the numberless 
vehicle ( Maruty Gypsy), Inspector Th. Krishnatombi Singh, in view of the 
suspicious movement of the vehicle, immediately alerted his men and he 
signaled and shouted to stop the vehicle, ordering the occupants to alight from 
the vehicle by raising their hands up. Instead, the occupants refused to budge 
and remained still in the vehicle thereby indicating their readiness to do 
something that posed security threat to the commandos. Inspector Krishnatombi 
Singh and his party were in a do or die situation in which they could neither 
take position and fire nor move away. At this critical juncture, Inspector 
Krishnatombi Singh jumped onto the front seater, and tried to overpower him. 
The front seater, all of a sudden brandished a loaded lethod gun and was about 
to trigger it off. While Inspector Krishnatombi Singh caught hold of his hand in 
this tough fight, ASI Sanajaoba Singh supported and pulled down the youth 
from the vehicle holding his neck. ASI Sanajaoba Singh also removed one 
Chinese hand grenade from him before he tried to explode it. Another youth 
sitting in the front vehicle was also overpowered by him. Thus , Krishnatombi 
and Sanajaoba succeeded in removing the lethod gun and Chinese hand grenade 
from the youth. In the meantime, SI Anandkumar Singh and Constable No. 
0101031 Th. Herojit who came rushing towards the vehicle caught sight of the 
occupants in the rear seat taking out sophisticated weapons- One AK-56 Rifle 
and One U.S. Carbine- in their abortive attempt to fire against and eliminate the 
commandos. Sub.Insp. Ch. Anandkumar and Const. Herojit Singh in a split of 
second pounced upon the youths sitting in the rear seat of Gypsy. While Sub- 
Insp. Ch. Anandkumar engaged himself in close fight with the youth holding 
AK-47 Rifle ( Who was in the left side of the rear seat), Constable Herojit 
reacted against the youth holding U.S. Carbine and engaged him in a tough fight 
for sometime and restrained the youth from firing out from the weapon by his 
gallant act. He also succeeded in overpowering the youth holding the AK-56 
rifle and thus saved the lives of other Commandos. Constable Herojit also 
managed to overpower the youth holding U.S. Carbine. Had not SI Anand and 
Herojit acted swiftly with courage, the Commandos might have got casualties. 
Thus, ultimately, the brave commandos mentioned hereinabove who were well- 
experienced in such manhunt operation acted in such a brave and swift response 
that the well-armed militants could hardly carry out anything before they were 
overpowered by the commandos. After overpowering them, the commandos 
conducted physical frisking of the vehicle as well as their person. On

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 08.02.2007 at about 7.20 pm, a reliable information about the presence of 
well armed militants in Lamlai bazaar, with intention to ambush security 
personnel and also disturb the ongoing election process by way of attacking the 
candidates and their escort personnel was received. The information further 
states that they are threatening the general public with dire consequences. If 
they come out during election campaigning and voting etc. On receipt of the 
information, a special operation was planed and dispatched seven teams of 
commando unit of Imphal East district, under the command of the then 
Inspector M Mubi Singh, O/C Commando Imphal East unit along with the 
teams of Jemadar Paukhenthang, SI Riaz Khan, SI Y Oken Meetei, S.I. P 
Achouba Meetei, ASI O. Premandanda Singh and ASI Md. Iqbal Khan all of 
CDO/IMphal unit. On reaching Sawombung Kabui villge, two kilometers short 
of Lamlai bazaar as planned., the teams were separated into three groups and 
approached Lamlai bazaar tactically from three different side. Insp. Mubi Singh, 
SI Riaz Khan and Jem. Paukhenthang approached from the main road on the 
Imphal-Ukhrul road, SI Y Oken Meetei and ASI O.Premanand Singh 
approached from the eastern side of the road through the paddy field, S.I. P 
Achouba Meetei and ASI Md. Iqbal Khan approached from the western side of 
the paddy field, Inspector K. Dhananjoy Singh, O/C Lamlai PS was covering on 
the north eastern side of Lamlai bazaar to cut-off the escape route on the 
northern side. On reaching Lamlai bazaar, the police party led by Insp. Mubi 
Singh was heavily fired upon from the market shed and a dustbin located on the 
eastern side of Imphal Ukhrul road at Lamlai bazaar,. The police party 
immediately ducked and lay flat on the surface as well as behind the 
houses/shops located on the roadside. Jem. Paukhenthang and Rfm/No. 
0799006 S. Shyamo Singh, with an AK rifles each retaliated immediately 
towards the market shed. After the swift retaliation there was a lull for about 2/3 
minutes. Meanwhile, ASI Premananda and his party holding an AK rifle each, 
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who were covering from the eastern paddy field reached the southern side of the 
market shed saw 2/3 armed persons running at the same time firing towards the 
police party eastward on the inter village road (IVR), leading to the hill. He 
immediately fired towards them and the armed persons escape routes were cut 
off. On the other hand Jem. Paukhenthang and Rfm. Shyamo crawled ahead 
partly covered by a cemented dustbin, suddenly both of them saw 2/3 armed 
militants pointing and firing their arms towards them. They immediately ducked 
and lay flat on the surface. The bullets were flying just 2/3 inches away from 
them. Jem. Paukhenthang covered by Rfm. Shyamo, at the risk of losing his 
own life still lying on the ground, covered partly the Ranjoy Hair Modeling 
shop and the elevated portion of the road retaliated and one armed militants was 
killed at the spot. Again there was a lull for about 5/6 minutes. Then heavy 
firing came from the eastern hillside, taking advantage of the firing from the hill 
side, the armed militants escaped from the market shed. They were pursued by 
AST Premananda and his team, the militants fired at them indiscriminately, they 
also retaliated and a trail of blood was seen on the I.V road leading to the hills. 
Sudden heavy downpour and power snapped deterred the movement of the 
police party and further operation against them: The encounter lasted for about 
15 to 20 minutes. After the encount -as over, the area was thoroughly search 
and one militant was found dead witn bullet injury and one AK-56 rifle loaded 
with 6 live rounds in one magazine and another magazine in the pouch with 7 
live rounds was found beside the dead body. He was later on identified as one 
Sanasam Amarjit Singh (22) s/o. S.Meino of Wangoo Awang leikai, a hard core 
armed cadre of prescribed Peoples Liberation Army (in short PLA). During 
further search another person was found dead with bullet injury inside the

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efforts to check probable escape routes of militants all around the village by 
moving in the lanes and by-lanes of the village. Thus, at about 0445 hrs, when 
the commando personnel led by Sub-Inspector Th. Jayanta Singh and a column 
of 22 Maratha Light Infantry under Maj Javed were proceeding towards thick 
bush area in the centre of the paddy field, a sudden heavy firing came from the 
area from a range of about 100 meters. Immediately, SI Th. Jayanta Singh who 
was in the forefront of the advancing team closely followed by Constable Th. 
Herojit, Constable Kh. Birachandra Singh, and Constable M Thamba Maring 
and Constable T. Shyam ducked and lay flat on the muddy paddy field for a 
momentary coverage behind the ridge and at the same time retaliated. Major 
Javed and his team who were right behind the CDO team gave firing coverage. 
Thus taking advantage of covering fire from the Army personnel , Sub- 
Inspector Th. Jayanta Singh and his team of commando crawled towards the 
militants who were firing heavily from the bushy area. Because of the slushy 
paddy fields, the commandos were in adverse situation in their close fight with 
ine militants wno were well ensconced in their hiue-out bush. But, ultimately, 
the militants unable to face the determined acts of the commandos retreated and 
ran towards a deep nullah (drain) in their last resort to find a safer place . At this 
critical juncture, Sub-Inspector Th. Jayanta Singh, and the four constables 
named above went all out against the militants. In the midst of the heavy 
encounter, Constable Th.

One AK-56 Rifle loaded with one magazine containing 12 rounds 
of AK, one empty magazine of AK, and one (1) magazine of AK-56 rifle 
containing 28 rounds of AK ammunitions were recovered from the spot. Sub - 
Inspector Th. Jayanta Singh, Constable T.Shyam and Constable M.Thamba 
Maring engaged the other two militants along the nullah (drain) and after a 
fierce encounter shot dead the remaining two militants. One AK-56 Rifle, fitted 
with one magazine containing 6 rounds of Ak, one empty magainze of AK, one 
maganize of AK-56 with 24 rounds of AK ammunitions, one M-14 Rifle fitted 
with one magazine were recovered from the two militants.. 


They were later on identified as 


(1) Ingudam Chaoba @ Luwnag,s/o I.Kulla Singh of Mayang 
Imphal Konchak; 

(2) Naorem Mukesh @ Chinglen @ Leikaikanba, s/o N.Kesho

Romesh Chandra of 
Agartala, Tripura,

Statement of service for which the deco ration has been awarded. 


On 22 9.07 at about 08.06 A.M., a reliable information was received that 
one Maruti car bearing No. MN- IK/3069, silver in colour, had been hijacked 
from Lamshang area by 14 unknown armed youths. Immediately, on receipt o 
the said information, Commandos of Imphal West District comprising parties o 
SI A. Tomba Singh, SI M. James Thangal and SI P. John Singh under the 
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overall command of Shri M. Mubi Singh, Dy. SP, GO-in-charge of Commando 
unit, Imphal West District rushed to Lamshang area. The Army post of 22- 
Maratha Light Infantry located at Patsoi was also informed to rush in as 
reinforcement and also to cut-off possible escape routes on Lambal, Tera Urak, 
Lamlongei and Koutruk villages. SI P. John, closely followed by SI A. Tomba 
Singh proceeded to Lamshang Bazar via Phayeng village. After about 5 minutes 
of reaching Lamshang Bridge, the hijacked Maruti car was coming from Imphal 
side and was signaled to stop. But the occupants suddenly fired upon the 
commandos from automatic weapons and sped away further towards the 
western side along Lamshang-Phayeng road. The commandos immediately 
retaliated and made a hot pursuit of the militants. However, on reaching the road 
crossing of Lairenkabi village, the militants veered the Maruti car towards the 
north and proceeded towards Tera Urak village via Lairenkabi village. At the 
same time, the commando team of Shri M. Mubi Singh along with SI M. James 
Thangal also made a hot chase on the fleeing armed youths through another by 
lane of Tera Urak. At about 09.30 A.M. the armed militants on reaching 
Lamlongei village, abandoned the Maruti car near a paddy field and ran towards 
Koutruk foothill splitting themselves in different directions through the vast 
muddy paddy field known as “Lamlongei Maning Shamutabi Loubuk”. The 
armed militants resorted to indiscriminate firing on the pursuing commando 
teams from their automatic weapons. As the paddy field was muddy and full of 
grown-up paddy and running drains, it proved advantageous to the militants, 
thereby making the hot chase more risky to the police personnel. Meanwhile, 
the commando team led by SI P. John and SI A. Tomba closing-in on the heels 
of the militants amidst the paddy field sighted two militants inside the canal of 
the paddy field, at a distance of about 50/60 meters away. Suddenly, one of the 
militants with an AK rifle jumped out from the canal and fired at the advancing 
commandos. SI P. John also reacted swiftly and fired at the militant injuring 
him. In spite of his injury, the militant continued firing at the police 
commandos, however sustained retaliation from C/No. 0601099 Keshor Singh 
resulted in his instantaneous death. At the same time, SI A. Tomba Singh and 
C/No. 0601009 S. Kiran Kumar, who were diverted a little to the left side, saw 


another militant running on the left side towards a canal in an abortive attempt 
to escape along the canal was challenged and shot dead after defying the 
challenge. On search of the encounter site, one AK-56 rifle loaded with 15 live 
rounds and another 7 empty cases of ammunitions were recovered from the 
spot. The 2 deceased were later on identified as (i) Konthoujam Indra Singh @ 
Mahadeva (25), s/o K. Ibocha Singh of Lambam Awang Leikai and (ii) 
Loitonjam Raju Singh (30), s/o L. Lukhoi Singh of Wangkhei Tokpam Leikai, 
hardcore members of Red Army, PREPAK, a banned organization. On the other 
hand, Shri M. Mubi Singh along with SI M. James Thangal and C/No. 0601192 
Th. Rabi Singh pursued the 2 other armed youths, who were running towards 
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Koutruk foothill on the north-west of the canal. As the commandos were getting 
close the armed militants stop running, took position on a nullah, and started 
firing towards the commandos. After about 10 minutes of fierce encounter, the 
militants retreated and ran along the canal. On reaching an elevated portion of 
the canal as their cover, the militants started firing again towards the P ursuln S 
commandos. Shri M. Mubi Singh and SI M James Thangal moved ahead 
crawling while constables Th. Rabi Singh and constable Aziz Khan gave 
covering fire. At this critical moment, Shri M. Mubi Singh and SI M James 
Thangal both well experienced officers in the field of Cl Ops, exhibited their 
raw courage and moved ahead crawling on their chest. As soon as they saw one 
of the armed militants raising his weapon again to fire at them, the two officers 
simultaneously fired from their AK assault rifles and one of the armed militants 
was killed at the spot. The other armed youth managed to escape towards e 
Koutruk hillocks, taking advantage of the thick paddy plants. On search of the 
encounter site, one AK -56 rifle loaded with 13 live rounds, one magazine m 
8 empty cases of AK ammunitions were recovered near tne ucad body. L^r uu, 
the deceased was identified as one Gurumayum Nilachandra Sharm @ 
Ngangong (28), s/o G. Gopal Sharma of Uripok Huidrom Leikai s/s Captai 
PREPAK, an outlawed terrorist organization. Further it was found that th 
deceased was involved in a series of hemous^rimeandarrested manytime^ 

following cases (1) FIR No. 252(4)96 , (2) FIR No. 620 (11)96 IPS, (3) FIR . 
310(10)02 IPS and (4) FIR No. 114(04)07 IPS. Thereafter the combined team 
recovered the abandoned Maruti car, silver in colour bearing Regd. Na 
IK/3069, Regd. Certificate and 3 empty cases of AK ammunitions inside 

Maruti car from Lamlongei village. 

In this encounter S/Shri Moirangthem Mubi Singh, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police, Ahongsangbam Tomba Singh Sub Inspector, e am 
John Singh Sub Inspector, Muipuinamei James Thangal, Sub lnspec or, 
KeshorsIng^Constable and Sanasam Kiran Kumar Singh, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


On 3.10.2007 at about 8 pm a reliable information that some well-armed 


insurgents/terrorists were loitering in and around the village Bamdiar with 
intention to carry out ambush on police/security forces likely moving on NH- 
150 i.e. Tiddim Road at any opportune moment. Immediately, on receipt of this 
source information, the commando party of S.I. Sh. Chandrakumar Singh under 
the supervision of Inspector Th. Krishnatombi Singh, O.C. Commando Unit, 
Imphal West District accompanied by a column of 22 Maratha L.I under Maj. 
Javed rushed to the aforesaid area to launch a manhunt operation at about 8.30 
pm. Proceeding along NH -150 and reaching road crossing known as Bamdiar 


Lamkhai, the combined team marched towards Bamdair village along the inter- 
village road with the commando party of SI Sh Chandrakumar Singh in the 
front vehicle, followed by the party of Inspector Th. Krishnatombi Singh and 
the troops of Army in the rear. While the front vehicle boarded by SI Sh. 
Chandrakumar and party was advancing towards the Bamdiar village along the 
I.V, road at a distance ot about 600 metres from the Bamdiar Lamkhai, a group 
of militants fired upon the commandos from two sides of the I.V. road using 
sophisticated weapons. Being night, darkness prevailed, that posed security 
hazard to the commandos who were exposing themselves on the road. 
Immediately, SI Chandrakumar Singh and his men jumped out of their vehicle 
and at the same time retaliating the heavy shower of bullets from the militants, 
the commandos bifurcated themselves on both sides of the road. Unmindful of 
the personal safety, SI Chandrakumar, Constable O. Meghachandra Singh on 
the right side of the road and Constable Yuno Thekho, Constable N. Sanaton 
Singh on the left side, pursued and advanced forward with crawling against the 
militants with incessant firing, thereby ensuing a lively encounter. Inspector Th 
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Krishnatombi Singh with his men as well as the Army personnel gave covering 
fire. Unable to withstand the forceful drive of the commandos, the militants 
started retreating. Since the militants pervaded themselves and running in the 
vast paddy field fully covered with paddy plants and nullahs, the commandos 
faced a lot in pursuing the fleeing militants. Thus, with strategic movement and 
approach, SI Sh Chandrakumar Singh being a well-experienced hand in such 
counter-insurgency operation led his men in the fierce encounter and continued 
to chase the militants who were running towards Bamdiar village. Ultimately , 
SI Chandrakumar Singh Constable Meghachandra Singh succeeded in killing 
one of the militants who was later on identified as Thongam Gandhi @ Tomba 
Singh, 26 years, s/o ( Late) Th. Ibomcha Singh of Khurai Kongpal, PS 
Porompat, hard core activist of the proscribed underground outfit “ Kangleipak 
Communist Party” ( KCP). The individual was a trained PREPAK activist in 
1997, arrested in 1997. He joined UNLF in 2000 under Army No. 1204 and then 
he joined KCP. He was involved in many insurgency related cases involving 
heinous crimes. One AK-56 Rifle loaded with 21 live rounds of ammn. and two 
magazines were recovered from him. On the other hand , Constable Yuno 
Thekho and Constable 911098 N. Sanaton Singh fought the militants running on 
the left side of the inter village road with unstinted courage and bravery. Since 
the location happened to be well-muddy and uneven surface, they were facing a 
lot of problems in fighting the militants, that too, under the cover of darkness. 
Ultimately, they could eliminate one of the militants who was later on identified 
as Longjam Thoicha Singh @ Ingba, 24 years, s/o L. Budhi Singh of Samurou 
Makha, PS Wangoi, a hard-core activist of KCP. Joined UNLF in the year 2003, 
the individual was involved in many heinous crimes in the State relating 
insurgency and he had been arrested twice as UNLF and KCP. He was 
responsible for large scale extortion from businessmen in Imphal area for KCP. 
One 9mm Pistol loaded with 3 live rounds of ammn. ( in a magazine ) were 
recovered from him. Presumably, the underground members involved in the 
encounter was estimated to be 5/6 persons. The remaining militants managed to 
escape towards Bamdiar village under the cover of darkness. 

In this encounter S/Shri Shougrakpam Chandrakumar Singh, Sub 
Inspector, Oinam Meghachandra Singh, Constable, Yuno Thekho, Constable 
and Ningthoujam Sanaton Singh, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


On 08/05/2006 a specific information was received at Special Cell/NDR, Delhi 
that two Pak trained LeT militants namely Firoz @ Abdullah and Mohd. Ali, 
who had recently acquired a of explosives sent liv ^^vza m (^Iteema 

@ Baba (LeT operational chief of India) through Gujarat border, would be 
coming to Delhi in Golden Temple Express train and alight at Hazrat 
Nizamuddin Railway station. On the basis of this information, the team ol 
Special Cell laid a trap at Nizamuddin Railway station and at about 7 pm 
apprehended Feroz Abdul Latif Ghaswala @ Abdullah and Mohammed Ah 
Chhipa @ Ubedullah alongwith 4 kgs of RDX, 4 detonators and cash Rs. 
50,000/-. During interrogation, the arrested militants disclosed that they had to 
deliver the recovered consignment to their Pak national associate namely Mohd 
Iqbal @ Abu Hamza r/o Bahawalpur, Pakistan, an “Operational Commander of 
LeT” in India. They further disclosed that Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza had been 
active in J&K from 2000-2003 and involved in dozens of terrorist operations 
with armed forces causing many casualties to armed forces in J&K. They had to 
meet Abu Hamza near main gate, Jawahar Lai Nehru stadium, Delhi at about 9 
pm wherein he would come there in a white Santro car bearing No. 4457. 
Immediately, a strong team led by Mr Ajay Kumar, the then DCP/Special Cell, 
consisting of ACP/Sanjeev Yadav, Inspr Mohand Chand Sharma, SI Ravinder 

Kumar Tyagi, SI Dalip Kumar, Inspector Badrish Dutt, Inspector Sanjay Dutt, 
SI Rahul Kumar, SI Bhoop Singh, SI Vinay Tyagi, SI Kailash Bisht, SI Paw an 
Kumar, SI Ramesh Lamba, sf Ashok Sharma, SI Dharmender, ASI Satish 
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Kumar, ASI Vikram, ASI Sanjeev Lochan, HC Satender HC Rajbir Singh, 
Viiender HC Krishna Ram, HC Rustam, Ct. Rajender, Ct. Balwant, Ct. 
Gurmeet! Ct. Iqbal, Ct. Nisar and Ct. Rajeev, equipped with proper 
arms/ammunitions was formed. The team members were distributed in smal 
teams and deployed on suspected routes arriving towards main gate of JLN 
stadium and escape routes to apprehend the militant. The area was also 
cordoned systematically to avert the civilians’ casualty. The advanced party 
consisting of Shri Ajay Kumar/the then DCP, Inspr. Mohan Chand Sharma, SI 
Ravinder Kumar Tyagi and SI Dalip Kumar took their position at the place, 
round-about dose to the main gate of stadium. At about 9.15 pm, a white 
Santro car having number plate HR-29L-4457 came from CGO complex, Lodhi 
road side and stopped near the round about closed to the mam gate of stadium 
and a man came out from the car and stood on the pavement near the car. t he 
arrested accused Feroz Abdul Latif Ghaswala @ Abdullah identified him as his 
associate Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza. Immediately, the advance party consisting 
of Shri Ajay Kumar/DCP, Inspr. Mohan Chand Sharma, SI Ravinder Kumar 
Tyagi and SI Dalip Kumar alerted other staff and warned the desperado Mo 
Iqbal @ Abu Hamza to surrender before the police party. On hearing the loud of 
surrender, Abu Hamza, immediately whipped out fire arm and look around and 
seeing the movement of police party towards round-about, ran towards the 
pump house side while firing indiscriminately towards round-about on advance 
party and took his position in dry drain near the iron fencing of the stauium. n e 
raiding party again warned this foreign terrorist to surrender but he didn t pay 
any heed to the warning of raiding party and again opened fire wit is 
automatic weapons upon raiding party to inflict casualty and escape in the cover 

of darkness. 

The desperado Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza continued firing targeting 
towards the police party. The advanced party led by Shri Ajay Kumar the then 
DCP/Special Cell, Inspr. Mohan Chand Sharma, SI Ravinder Kumar Tyagi a 
SI Dalip Kumar also fired in retaliation from their automatic weapons to aver 
casualty of team members. The other team members also gave covering ire 
from back side to advance party. The firing from both sides continued for abou 
20 minutes and in the bid of escape, the foreign terrorist sustained bullet 
injuries. When the firing from militant side stopped, the advanced party 
approached towards the Pak militant and found him lying injured. The injured 
militant was immediately removed to AIIMS hospital wherein he was declared 
brought dead. The slain militant had fired over 20 rounds upon police party 
Bom his automatic pistol. The team of Special Cell alsci fired,44 rounds o 
overpower this dreaded militant. During investigation, 2-AK-56 Assault R 
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6-magazines of AK rifles, 179 live rounds of AK Rifle, 10 live handgrenedes, 4 
Kgs of RDX explosive, 5 Kgs of PETN Explosive (plastic explosive), 4 
Electronic Detonators, 1-Star pistol of .30 calibre with two spare magazines, 
One Thuraya Satellite phone, 1-Bundolier for 10 handgrenades, Chemicals as 3 
Kgs of Urea, 3 litres of Nitric Acid filled in 6 bottles, 1 litre of Glycerin, Diaries 
containing the numbers of LeT Commanders operating from Pakistan and other 
Indian contacts of LeT outfit, their targets in India for terrorist activities etc., 1- 
Computer fitted with monitor, CPU and internet, cash Rs. 50,000/-, fake driving 
licence and 1-Santro car were seized from the personal possession/hideout of 
slain militants from rented room at Jagdish Colony, Ballabgarh, Haryana 
wherein he was living with fake name & identity of Rajesh Kumar to conduct 
terrorist activities in Delhi and satellite cities. During investigation it was 
revealed that the slain militant Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza r/o Mohalla 
Abbasian, Multan Road, Bahawalpur Pakistan was sent in India by LeT Chief 
Operation Commander for India in Pakistan namely Azam Cheema @ Baba r/o 
Bahawalpur Pakistan in India as Operational Commander. The slain militant 
was a desperate member of LeT outfit. As per information, the slain militant 
Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza was also District Commander of LeT in Poonch and 
Rajouri sectors of Jammu and Kashmir from the year 2000 to 2003, therein he 
was responsible for dozens of terrorist attacks upon army, BSF, CRPF causing 
casualty to armed forces. 

The slain militant Mohd Iqbal @ Abu Hamza had made his base in 
Ballabgarh, Haryana in a rented house at 441/9, Jagdish Colony, Ballabhgarh, 
Haryana since long and residing therein by fake name of Rajesh Kumar. He had 
procured fake Driving Licence, purchased a Santro car and other things with 
fake name & identity. He had procured huge haul of arms, ammunitions and 
explosives for serial explosion in National Capital Region as well as Gujarat 
and Maharastra. This is the maximum recovery of explosive etc. in NCR from 
any terrorist outfit. He had made a vast network in India with the help of 
arrested Pak trained militants namely Feroz Abdul Latif Ghaswala @ Abdullah 
r/o Mumbai (Maharastra) and Mohd Ali Chipa @ Ubedullah r/o Ahmedabad 
(Gujarat). Later, two more militants of this LeT outfit namely Umar and Tasso 
were arrested in Ahemdabad with huge haul of explosive materials. 

A case under appropriate sections of laws was lodged in this regard at PS 
Lodhi Colony, New Delhi. 

INDIVIDUAL ROLE OF OFFICERS 

SHRI AJAY KUMAR-the then DCP/SPECIAL CELL 

In this operation, Shri Ajay Kumar, the then DCP led the police party and 
took his position at vulnerable point adjacent to round-about. He warned the 
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militant to surrender before police party. The militant did not respond to the 
warning of surrender and immediately moved around, noticed the movement of 
Shri Ajay Kumar near round-about and started firing towards Shri Ajay Kumar. 
One of the fired bullets passed close to daredevil DCP. Shri Ajay Kumar 
immediately ordered the raiding party to take safe position and alongwith 
advance party gave retaliatory fire. The desperado continued firing upon police 
party to escape and causing casualty. The raiding party also continued replying 
to the fire of desperado. Shri Ajay Kumar fired 4 rounds from his service pistol 
causing bullet injury to the desperado. The injured militant continued 
indiscriminate firing upon raiding party members. Shri Ajay Kumar and other 
raiding party members again fired upon this terrorist and after long exchange of 
fire of over 20 minutes, the firing from militant side stopped. Shri Ajay Kumar 
remained in the front without caring his life and closely monitored the entire 
operation as well. Shri Ajay Kumar has shown the acute presence of mind, 
sense of valour and firm determination that stood him in good stead and he was 
able to retaliate in the face of such grave danger to his life and personal safety. 
This is undoubtedly, a gallant act and a unique example of leadership under 
most difficult circumstances worth emulation. Very few officers can withstand 
such a grave situation and Shri Ajay Kumar has proved that he is one of them. 
This gallant act of Shri Ajay Kumar needs to be recognized. 

SHRI MOHAN CHAND S HA RMA, INSPECTOR 

Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma had his position at vulnerable point near 
round-about. He alongwith the then DCP/Ajay Kumar and ACP/Sanjeev Kumar 
Yadav warned the militant to surrender. When the militants opened fire towards 
round-about indiscriminately on the police party, one of the fired bullet of 
militant passed close to Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma. He took his position 
along round-about and daringly confronted with LeT militant who kept on 
changing his position and continued firing upon police party. Inspector Mohan 
Chand Sharma fired 5 rounds from his service pistol in self-defence and to 
protect the lives of the members of the police team. In this encounter, if 
Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma not shown presence of mind, he would have 
fallen prey to the shots of slain militant like a pigeon in his hole. It was his 
exemplary courage and an attitude of no care for safety of his life that made him 
a real winner. He remained in the front without caring his life and closely 
monitored the entire operation as well. Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma has 
showed acute presence of mind, sense of valour and firm determination 
during encounter. He has showed a gallant act and a unique example of 
leadership under most difficult circumstances worth emulation. Very^ lew 
officers can withstand in such grave situation but Inspector Mohan Chand 
Sharma has proved that he is one of them.

SI Ravinder Kumar Tyagi alongwith the then DCP/Ajay Kumar, 
ACP/Sanjeev Kumar Yadav, Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma and SI Dalip 
Kumar was in advance party who had the position near round-about of stadium 
gate. When the militant did not pay any heed to the warning of raiding party and 
opened fire towards raiding party, one of the fired bullets of militant passed 
close to this daredevil SI. When the militant was firing indiscriminately towards 
raiding party, SI Ravinder Kumar Tyagi took lying position on the road, 
covered himself with pavement height and fired closely upon militant causing 
bullet injuries to militant. SI Ravinder Kumar Tyagi fired 4 rounds from his 
service pistol causing bullet injuries to militant. SI Ravinder Kumar Tyagi 
endangered his life for the safety of his team members and displayed a gallant 
act of the highest order during encounter with hardcore foreigner LeT terrorist. 


SHRI DALIP KUMAR. SUB-INSPECTOR 


When the militant opened fire indiscriminately towards police party and 
jumped in dry drain to take position to fire upon police party to escape, SI Dalip 
Kumar immediately took his position in the park adjacent to round-about and 
gave retaliatory firing from right side to check the escape route of militant. The 
militant fired towards SI Dalip Kumar but a narrow escape for this daredevil SI. 
SI Dalip Kumar daringly confronted with this LeT militant and disregard to his 
personal safety, ignoring all the dangers to life undeterred and unfazed fired 4 
rounds closely from his service pistol in self-defence causing bullet injuries to 
the terrorist. SI Dalip Kumar endangered his life for the safety of his team 
members and displayed the most personal bravery and gallantry of the highest 
order on the face of terrorism

Statement of service for which the decor ation has been awarded: 

On 03.07.2006 morning Superintendent of Police, Deogarh received 
reliable information that a group of 11-armed CPT (Maoist) cadres had visited 
Ranigola Village on 2.7.2006 night and organised a meeting at gunpoint and 
proceeded towards Jharpur side. To verify this information a detailed tactical 
plan was prepared and police parties were sent to the jungle. The officers and 
force available were divided into three assault teams. Sub-Inspector Tophan Bag 
led one assault team Deputy Subedar Banka Nidhi Nayak led another assault 
team, Constable Ambika Prasad Patra, Constable Aditya Ranjan Dash, 
Constable Dharmendra Samal, Constable Ajay Kumar Rao and Havildar Mana 
Mohan Munda were in the front of the teams. They walked for about 4 kms. 
through the dense forest and mountain under heavy downpour of rain. After 
reaching the bushy forest area near village Ranigola, they started combing t e 
area from all directions in a very hostile terrain. Shri Tophan Bag, Su 
Inspector noticed a group of Maoists in olive green uniform and carrying rifles 
in the jungle near Asurkhol. Shri Tophan Bag, Sub-Inspector & Banka Nidhi 
Navak, Deputy Subedar were leading the two assault teams quickly prepared a 
tactical plan for neutralizing the Maoists. Shri Tophan Bag led the team rom 
the left flank and Shri Banka Nidhi Nayak, Deputy Subedar led the tea 
comprising of S/Shri Ambika Prasad Patra, Constbale, Adillya Ranjan Das5 ’ 
Constable, Dharmendra Samal, Constable, Ajay Kumar Rao, Constable and 
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Mana Mohan Munda, Havildar from the right flank. Shri Tophan Bag, Sub- 
Inspector asked the Maoist group to surrender in a clear and loud voice. But the 
Maoist group opened fire from automatic weapons like SLR, Carbines, AK-47 
and 303 Rifles. The assault team led by Shri Banka Nidhi Nayak comprising 
Ambika Prasad Patra, Constbale, Aditya Ranjan Dash, Constable, Dharmendra 
Samal, Constable, Ajay Kumar Rao, Constable and Mana Mohan Munda, 
Havildar advanced with available cover courageously unmindful of the hail of 
bullets being showered on them by the Maoist and retaliated the fire in self 
defence. Shri Tophan Bag leading the other team from the front advanced 
tactically, retaliated the fire and prevented the escape of the Maoist group from 
left unmindful of the grave danger to his life. This fierce exchange of fire 
continued for nearly 30 minutes and resulted in killing of four dreaded Maoist 
cadres one of whom is the Secretary of the Zonal Committee. Two police 
personnel received minor injuries in this operation. After the cease fire the 
police party searched the area and found four male dead bodies of Maoists one 
of whom is lofan (gj Susnant ivicncr, secretary or tne zonal eominiilee. i ney 
were involved in series of cases of Maoist violence and were absconding. Two 
SLR Cun with loaded magazines, three 303 rifles with loaded magazines and 
one 12 bore SBBL gun with the live round alongwith 80 rounds of live 7.62 mm 
SLR ammunitions in total, 60 rounds of live 303 ammunitions in total, 7 rounds 
of 12 bore ammunitions, one detonator, nine nos. of kit bags, important 
documents/Maoist literatures/books throwing a lot of light on their organization, 
cadres and future plans etc., cash of Rs.2505/- and huge quantity of personal 
belongings were recovered from the scene of exchange of fire. This is subject 
matter of Deogarh P.S. Case No.223 dt.03.07.2006 u/s 147/148/121/121- 
A/l22/122-A/124/307/149 IPC 25/27 Arms Act / 4 & 5 explosive Substance 
Act. This classic and fine encounter is one of the most successful encounter 
with armed cadres of S.D.S. Zonal Committee of the CPI (Maoist) in which 
casualty has been inflicted on them with recovery of huge quantity of arms and 
ammunitions. The intelligence input subsequent to this encounter clearly 
indicated the almost total decimation of the Area Committee of the S.D.S. Zonal 
Committee of the PLGA operating in Deogarh and adjoining Kuchinda Sub 
Division of Sambalpur District. This successful operation had dealt a body blow 
to the CPI (Maoist) movement in the Orissa in general and in Central Orissa in 
particular and restored public confidence. The determination, bravery, courage, 
a sense of purpose and devotion to duty shown by Sub-Inspector Tophan Bag 
led one assault team Deputy Subedar Banka Nidhi Nayak led another assault 
team.

Mr. Amitabh Yash, SSP STF and his team consisting of Addl. SP Anant 
Deo, Inspr. AP Anil Singh, Inspr. CP Hrishikesh Yadav, SI Abhai Pratap Mall, 
HO (Mechanical) Manoj Chaturvedi along with 16 other police men were 
camping Manikpur Forest guest house. They had orders to bring the notorious 
IS - 112 Shiv Kumar @ Dadua gang to justice. This gang has created terror and 
subverted democratic institutions and halted development process lor more than 
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threedecades At 5.30 AM on 22.07.2007, the Information about the location of 
the gang was brought to the team by an informer. The team moved to the 
S .Kick thorny bush, jungie o. undulating 

m a k e contact with the gang, aided by the informer and GPS locator being 
handled by HO (Mechanical) Manoj Chaturvedi. They were confronted with 
heavy automatic and semi automatic fire. Exhortations to the gang or 
surrendering only brought abuses and more fire. The gang located at a tactica y 
advantageous higher ground, rained effective fire on the STF team. Under grave 
dange^to dieir'hves^Mr. Amitabh Yash, SSP STF, decided to crawl near the 
gang location and throw grenades.

may 2007 from the company operating base, Mandai. G/5002213F Late 
Rifleman General Duty P Vishiho, a daredevil young soldier member of the 
company special operation team volunteered to be the leading scout of the 
column. The individual unmindful of the treat to his own personal safety and 
well being led the column to village Jaminglong where the column deployed 
tactically on night 10 may 2007. At approximately 1920 hours, the sentry 
Rifleman General Duty Chitrasen De'bbarma observed suspicious move of four 
armed terrorists moving towards their direction. He immediately rushed to alert 
Capt. Sukhjit Singh. Late Rifleman/GD P Vishiho who was besides the officer, 
immediately exhibiting raw courage and nerves of steel rushed out followed by 
Capt Sukhjit to engage and eliminate the terrorists. The brave soldier was 
however, hit by a burst bullets fired by the terrorists who had by then closed in 
on the column. The gallant soldier battled with death for three hours till he 
succumbed to his injuries while being evacuated to the hospital.

Statement of service for which the decoration has b een awarded: 

On 14 th Nov 2006, at about 1900 hrs, Counter Terrorist Base, Sumber, of 04 Bn 
BSF deployed in Doda District of J&K State, received an Intelligence input 
regarding presence of militant’s in the house of one Israil Gujjar s/o Shri 
Noordin Gujjar resident of Naka Sumber. Shri Rajendra Pandey, Commandant 
who was camping at Counter Terrorist Base, Sumber, immediately detailed a 
special ambush party under command of Sh R P S Rathee, Asstt Comdt, along 
with 01 SO and 18 other ranks. At about 1930 hrs, the ambush party fully 
equipped with arms and ammunition, stealthily moved towards the target 
area/house. Due to darkness, zig zag, slippery and steep height of the terrain, it 
was very difficult for the party to move towards the target house. In order to 
maintain surprise and negotiate the tough terrain, the troops were divided into 
two parties; one was led by the Shri R P S Rathee, Asstt Comdt and the other by 
SI Santosh Kumar. Upon reaching the target area, they took positions around 
the suspected house covering all the escape routes. At about 2100 hrs, Const 
Bipiab Ghosh and Const Manish Kumar Chaudhari while stealthily crawling 
towards the target house, observed some suspicious movement of a person 
inside the house. Immediately, the Coy Comdr was informed and they 
challenged the suspected person, who immediately opened heavy volume of fire 
towards them. Since it was too dark, Const Anil Kumar C, without any loss of 
time illuminated the area with 51mm Mor, para bombs. In the meantime the 
suspected person jumped out of the house and took position behind the 
boulders/ bushes. Const Bipiab Ghosh and Const Manish Kumar Chaudhari 
observed the exact position of militant behind a big boulder. It was extremely 
difficult for them to directly engage the militant because of darkness, cover of 
the boulders and bushes. On this, Const Bipiab Ghosh, by exhibiting high 
degree of courage and professionalism crawled very close to the militant, while 
Const Manish Kumar Chaudhari engaged the militant by sustained firing. The 
militant was continuously firing towards these Constables, but risking their lives 
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and with utter disregard to personal safety, both the Constables crawled and 
reached near the place where the militant had taken position and in a quick 
reflex and exhibiting high degree of professional acumen and courage, they 
charged towards the militant and killed him in a close combat. After that, the 
whole area was kept cordoned off throughout the night. During search at first 
light, dead body of one militant was recovered from the site who was later 
identified as Basarat Pir alias Saifullah (aged appx 21 yrs) s/o Ashadullah Pir 
resident of Sumber, Tehsil, PS-Ramban, District-Doda, Comdr of Hizbul 
Mujahideen along with the recovery following of arms and amns and other 
items from the spot

After reaching closer to the position of naxalites, Shri Dinesh 
Pratap Upadhyay, Second-in-Command, fired FOUR shots rapidly at the nearest 
naxalite. On being hit with THREE bullets fired by Shri Dinesh Pratap Upadhyay, 
Second-in-Command, the wounded naxalite fell down and died, instantaneously, on 
the spot. Further, Shri Dinesh Pratap Upadhyay, Second-in-Command and CT/GD 
Udai Nath Sahu chased and fired THREE and TWO rounds respectively at the 
other naxalites. However, the naxalites managed to escape taking advantage of 
jungle and hilly terrain. In the said encounter, CT/GD Udai Nath Sahu also reacted 
befittingly, risking his life and had rendered the required back up during the 
counter-offensive actions against the attacking naxalites and forced them to retreat. 
One .303 Mark-IV, Bolt Action Rifle (Body No.91C3930-B) Marked “U.S. 
Property” loaded with seven live rounds, which was used by the killed naxalite 
against the aforesaid CRPF party, was seized from the place of encounter. The 
killed naxalite was a hardcore member of the Local Guerilla Squad (LGS) of 
Kalimela Dalam and had been identified as Padia Madhi alias Budura. His naxalite 
name was Ramesh. The dead body of the killed naxalite was taken away and 
disposed of by the naxalites declaring him a martyr. 

In this encounter S/Shri Dinesh Pratap Upadhyay, Second-in-Command 
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and Udai Nath Sahu, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

On 15/01/2005, two fidayeens outfit had managed to enter inside the 
Passport office building, Srinagar. Incidentally Shri A.K.Singh, 2-I/C 50 Bn was 
reviewing security arrangements at the adjacent Indoor stadium and suddenly 
observed mass exodus of children.
